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I Fought For The Reds In Spain

CCOMPANYING this article, writ- 

ten exclusively for The Defender, 
is a photographic reproduction of a 
military book issued to me by the Span- 
ish “Loyalist” government. 


This document is proof enough that 
I was a member of the International 
Brigade, identified with the history of 
Spain’s bloody civil war. Every- 
one knows that this unit comprised 
the military spearhead of the Commu- 
nist troops. 

Between the dates of March 21, 1937, 


and December 2, 1988, I served on 
Spanish soil as a volunteer soldier in 





As the ship tied up at the pier, I leaned 
over the rail and viewed the howling 
pack of reds and red sympathizers. To 
my right and left at the ship’s rail, 
peering with anxious faces shoreward, 
were some of the other 148 veterans of 
the Lincoln Brigade. 


This group was cause for sober re- 
flection. My eyes happened to fall upon 
a young volunteer whose left arm had 
been wrenched from his body by an ex- 
ploding shell. Others bore ghastly scars 
of war, many were sick with wounds. 
These comrades of mine were all young 
men, but somehow they looked old. 





The soil of that Latin country was 
bathed with good blood. It cannot be 
said that the young recruits were of 
the rabble type. On the contrary, the 
American youth I fought along side rep- 
resented the finest that America has 
to offer. They were recruited from col- 
lege classrooms and wealthy homes, as 
well as poor families and middle-class 
groups. They poured out their blood on 
foreign soil, in a cause which agencies 
for molding public thinking had told 
them was noble. We were told that we 
would be fighting to protect innocent 
women and helpless children. 

By the time of my return home, I 

had come to loathe these prop-

The International Brigade 
was composed of Communists 
and Communist sympathizers 
from many different nations.

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Under dictatorship there can be no 
freedom of the press. But in a democ- 
racy, where a free press is supposed to 
be maintained, propagandists find it 
necessary to set up an intricate mechan- 
ism, a system tuned down to absolute 
exactness, leaving nothing to luck or 
chance, if public reactions are to be 
controlled.

They are against the treacherous 
policy of the United States taking sides, 
lining up with this nation or that na- 
tion, meddling in the affairs of Europe. 


When this is done, naturally we sting 
the pride of other countries. This in 
turn causes them to retaliate. It 
prompts them to pay us back in our 
own coin, It places them in the position 
of "gaia blow for blow, insult for 
insult. 


Another thing that we need to learn 
is the fact that our country is not call- 
ed to be an umpire in the line-up—in 
the new alignment of the nations. Let 
other countries settle their squabbles 
according to their own ideas. But let 
us mind our own business. Let us re- 
solve firmly that not one drop of Amer- 
ican blood shall ever again be spilt be- 
yond the frontiers of the United States. 


Let us, in the language of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, let us, “we 
the people”, decide once and for all 
that foreign soil shall never again be 
baptized with the blood of: the sons of 
American mothers. Remember, we made 
the “world safe for democracy” — 
once. ... 


It was 22 years ago that Woodrow 
Wilson made his dramatic appearance 
before the Congress to announce our 
entrance into the World War. He as- 
sured the nations at that time that our 
motives were altruistic. He told them 
that we wanted nothing from the 
struggle in the way of material re- 
wards. We were only asking for the 
privilege of making the world “safe 
for democracy”. We only wanted to 
fight for the “freedom of the seas”. We 
only wished to have a part in a “war 
to end wars.” And the Allies took us 
at our word! 


We won that war! But is democracy 


safe? Are the seas free? Did the 
World War end war?.... 


By the time all of our obligations are 
met we will have a total investment of 
more than 186 billion dollars in the 
World War. 


To that add thousands of lives sac- 


rificed. To that add millions of broken - 


hearts. To that add thousands of blast- 
ed homes. To that add the break-down 
of national morality which always ac- 
companies war. 


I tell you this page of history must 
not repeat itself. American soldiers 
must never again be compelled to fight 
on the soil of Europe. Christians and 
patriots simply must shoulder their re- 
sponsibility in this solemn hour. 


There is nothing new about all this 
propaganda for war. Every scheme now 
being used was used prior to our en- 
trance into the World War. oe 


Let us keep our defenses strong. Let 
us be prepared at all times to smash 
an invading foe into oblivion. But let 
it also become a permanent, fixed pol- 
icy, a premise, embedded deep in the 
very soul of the Nation, that never 
again will we enter a war which might 
promise to take one American soldier 
beyond the frontiers of the United 
States. Stop this nonsense about our 
frontiers being somewhere in France, 


I repeat, ... the vast majority of our 
citizens don’t want war. Regardless 
of what has transpired during the last 
few days and what will transpire in the 
days that are just ahead, the great body 
of American citizens feel, as Thomas 
Jefferson felt, when he said these 
words: “I have ever deemed it funda- 
mental for the United States never to 
take an active part in the quarrels of 
Europe.” 


I submit that it is only a small 
minority of internationalists who ac- 
tually want to see American soldiers 
landed once more in Europe. But I 
warn you that this minority possesses 
great power in molding public opinion. 
The secret of its strength is the fact 
that it is so well organized and so well 
financed. 


Permit me to say parenthetically, 
that no sensible reason exists for the 
United States being drawn into war 
with any foreign power. 


Our geographical position is the envy 
of the world. There are 4,500 miles of 
water on the east. There are 10,000 
miles of water on the west. We have 
no boundary disputes on either the 
north or the south. 


The Canadians are good neighbors to 
the north. The Mexicans are good

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neighbors to the south. 


Our natural resources are such that 
we could live for a hundred years if we 
didn’t receive a loaf of bread from the 
outside. On the other hand, every 
country is glad to buy our products. 


We have no enemies who wish to at- 
tack us. Even now, in spite of the fact 
that our foreign policy of recent months 
has served to produce animosity in 
some quarters—even now, there isn’t 
a nation in the world but what would be 
willing to make any sacrifice, within 
reason, to cultivate our friendship. 


We are the one country, out of the 
great family of nations, so favored by 
the all-wise Providence that we can en- 
joy a feeling of peace and security, 
while other peoples are exhausting 
themselves in the white fires of war. .-. 


Under the Constitution, the President 
has no authority to make foreign 
policy or to conclude treaties with other 
nations. That function belongs solely 
to the Congress. 


This is what United States Senator 
George had in mind the other day, when 
he said: “The issue of peace and war 
lies right here in this Chamber and the 
Chamber at the other end of the Cap- 
itol. It ought to be made abundantly 
clear that we will not carry the coun- 
try into war.” 


It is imperative that you and I, to- 
gether with millions of other Christians 
and patriots, shall make our views 
known to Senators and Representatives 
with all possible haste. 


Now is the time to act. Once war is 
declared, it will be too late. When war 
is declared, it becomes treason to speak 
in defense of peace. If you wait until 
then to protest you will be sent to pris- 
on or shot as a traitor. 


Talk against the United States be- 
coming involved in Europe’s coming 
war. Work against it. Agitate against 
it. Pray against it. 


In olden times, Daniel, the prophet, 
told the king of Babylon that there was 
an infinite mind, an infinite hand who 
presided over the destinies of nations. 
He urged the monarch to seek the fav- 
or of Almighty God in a spirit of rev- 
erence and humility, but Nebuchad- 
nezzar insisted upon going his own 
way. Disaster overtook his empire as a 
result. 


History is replete with records of 
supernatural intervention in times of 
stress when people have taken their 
problems to God through prayer. 


Abraham Lincoln called a day of 
prayer to bring the Civil War to a close. 
We should rest upon the power of pray- 
er to keep us out of war. 





Lincoln once said it was not a matter 
of God being on his side, but it was 
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rather a matter of him being on God’s 
side. In other words, he was concerned 
to know the will and the purpose of the 
Infinite, so that he might adjust his 
plans accordingly. 


I say history is replete with acts of 
supernatural intervention. 


The Spanish Armada and the British 
fleet met in the English Channel for a 
great naval battle in the year 1588. 
Spain had three ships to England’s one. 
The British vessels were equipped with 
larger guns, but they were hopelessly 
outnumbered. 


While the fighting was in progress a 
hurricane unexpectedly swept the chan- 
nel, blowing the Spanish fleet into con- 
fusion. The British seized upon the ad- 
vantage thus gained and won a smash- 
ing victory. Queen Elizabeth was so 
certain that she had witnessed an act 
of supernatural intervention that she 
had a medal struck on which were- en- 
graved the words, “God blew and they 
were scattered.” 


Napoleon dreamed of bringing all 
Europe under a system of one-man gov- 
ernment. The time came when he reck- 
oned himself strong enough to attack 
Russia. He mobilized 400,000 men and 
launched an invasion. 


The lumbering Russian bear enticed 
him farther and farther from home, by 
conducting carefully planned retreats. 
When he finally reached Moscow he 
found the city in ashes. There was 
neither food nor shelter for his armies. 


And a few days later found his fight- 
ing forces buried beneath a shroud of 
snow. The elements, not the Russians, 
defeated Napoleon and sent him back to 
Paris—to disgrace, exile, and finally 
Waterloo. 


The first gas used by the Central 
Powers during the World War was re- 
leased the afternoon of April 22, 1915. 
The soldiers on the other side were to 
be taken by complete surprise. The 
scientist in charge of the attack satis- 
fied himself that the wind would con- 
tinue to blow in the direction that it 
was going for at least 36 hours. 


Then the gas was turned loose. 


But no sooner was this done than the 
wind suddenly changed and whirled the 
billows of poison back in the direction 
from whence it came. This mysterious 
turn of the wind had much to do with 
deciding the final outcome of the war. 


The scientist who directed the attack 
was greatly puzzled and stated in his 
report that, in 40 years of keeping 
records, the wind had never been known 
to do such a thing before. 


One of the strangest experiences of 
the World War occurred on the banks 
of Italy’s lazy river, the Piave. Troops 
had poured for days over the Alps and 
were ready for a vigorous offensive. 
Venice was almost in sight. 


This particular river is noted as be- 
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ing a slow, sluggish stream. But sud- 
denly the skies blackened, the rain be- 
gan to fall. There was a terrific 
cloudburst. The little stream overflow- 
ed and in a few minutes had become a 
raging torrent.

= founding of Zionism by Russian 
Jewish intellectuals, and the subse- 
quent impetus given to it in 1882 by 
Dr. Theodor Herzl, Austro-Hungarian 
Jewish publicist, revived the dormant 
universal urge of world Jewry to re- 
establish a national home in the land of 
their forefathers. 


Since then the stage of international 
action has been changed considerably. 
The Jewish leaders have played impor- 
tant parts in world affairs, thereby fix- 
ing the destiny of their people for weal 
and for woe. The presence of Jewish 
elements in world affairs has once more 
become the subject of serious reflection 
on the part of students of current his- 
tory as well as prophecy. 


The fall of Jerusalem on December 
9, 1917, and General Allenby’s trium- 
phant entry two days later, events 
which followed on the heels of the now 
renounced Balfour Declaration issued 
on November 2, 1917, gave new hope 
for the realization of Jewish national 
dreams. Much has been accomplished 
by energetic and enterprising Jews in 
the Holy Land since then. While the 
methods to gain a foothold in Palestine 

. are not above criticism, the progress 
made is without parallel in the world’s 
history, and is deserving of recognition 
and praise. Great mineral wealth in 
the form of mineral salts found in the 
Dead Sea, and mineral oil found in the 
south, have become the source of un- 
limited riches. Agriculture is flourish- 
ing as nowhere else on earth. 


The most prominent parts of the 
land, the orange lands about Jaffa, the 
plain of Sharon, the plain of Jezreel, 
the whole plain on the bay between 
Akko and Haifa the seaport, are in 
Jewish possession. There are now some 
200,000 Jews settled there. The Hebrew 
language has become official: along 
with Arabic and English. Recently in 
the village of Karkur an artesian well 
opened a water vein yielding 300 cubic 
meters an hour—an unheard of quan- 


tity for Palestine. Other water pro- 
jects are in the process of development. 


Good and Evil Fig Trees 


No earnest observer of the signs of 
the times doubts the prophetic signifi- 
cance of the rehabilitation of Palestine 
and the growing international interest 
in the land which God gave to Abra- 
ham. Many observers of both the spirit- 
ual and national awakening, as well as 
the agricultural and economic develop- 
ments in modern Palestine, believe the 
time is at hand when the tender branch- 
es of the “fig tree” of Christ’s Olivet 
discourse are ready to shoot forth their 
leaves, that is to say, that Israel’s pro- 
phetic time clock is soon to run again. 


In view of the multiplying events 
which involve world Jewry, one is prone 
to become too optimistic regarding the 
presence of Israel’s glory. It must not 
be forgotten that before the consumma- 
tion of this prophetic climax, the rebel- 
lious Jews must first come to repent- 
ance and acknowledge Jehovah’s Mes- 
siah. The Word of God holds out 
naught but destruction for those who 
reject God’s Gift, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The punishments which must 
needs befall the rebellious “evil fig 
tree” are no less prominent in the 
Scriptures than the rewards which are 
to bring the blessings which God has 
promised to the children of His cov- 
enant—the “good fig tree’’. 


To be sure, God holds out mercy and 
pardon to the penitent apostates. There 
is no limit to His grace for the contrite 
in spirit, but there is also utter con- 
tempt for those who refuse to accept 
the authority of the Messiah. Our Lord 
Himself denounced a certain class of 
Jews who had become prominent in the 
affairs of their people, as “whitened 
sepulchres,” a, “generation of vipers”, 
whose father was the Devil. This class 
has always promoted the killing of 
God’s messengers and is even now lend- 
ing its influence to the spirit of anti- 
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Christ. He who is unable to discern in 
the light of the Scriptures between the 
good and evil Jews, is apt to view the 
entire prophetic picture regarding the 
blessings which yet await Israel as a 
distorted jigsaw puzzle of paradoxes, 
and incongruities. 


If it were true, as claimed in some 
quarters, that all Jews are even now 
God’s chosen people, then the judg- 
ments of God, so prominent in the pro- 
phetic books, would appear unjust and 
cruel. All denunciations of apostate 
Jewry in both the Old and New Testa- 
ments would have to be regarded as ob- 
scure statements whose real meanings 
are hidden in some mystical interpreta-

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tion. Such views are untenable for the 
reason that they lead one into laby- 
rinths of confusion from which escape 
is impossible. 


Cause of Anti-Semitism 


This sort of Scriptural exegesis 
would produce doubt about God’s holi- 
ness and justice, as well as the integri- 
ty of the Holy Scriptures. It is far 
more logical to view the present plight 
of world Jewry as the result of its per- 
sistent following of the rabbinical writ- 
ings and the Talmud Torah, rather 
Jehovah’s plan as revealed in the Old 
Testament. 


The rabbinical writings have merely 
explained away Biblical truth, thus 
furnishing an excuse for the subversive 
leaders of Jewry to engage in intrigues 
and often conspire against the very na- 
tions among whom hey sojourned. 
This, more than any other factor, is 
the underlying cause of anti-Semitism 
among the nations which have suffered 
from the political and economic threats 
of Jewish radicals, and which in some 
cases have been betrayed by the very 
Jews who had risen to leadership in 
both the economic and political realms. 
The resulting pogroms and anti-Semitic 
outbreaks have often involved the in- 
nocent along with the guilty. This al- 
ways has been the consequence of 
wrong doing. 

The whole picture is a dark one. Yet 
one can also observe signs of a spiritual 
awakening among certain Jews. This 
fact, together with the increasing signs 
of the nearness of “Jacob’s trouble,” 

roves that the end of the present age 

s apnroaching. Apostate Jewry will 
hasten the day of vengeance—the com- 
ing of the Great Tribulation. It is 
cheering to know that God will save a 
remnant from among Israel even in 
that dark period of the world’s future. 


Lest it be charged that this writer 
discusses a phase of Judaism which is 
based on prejudice rather than known 
facts, te following quotations are here 
cited to prove his contention: 


The Chicago Daily Times on May 17, 
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1939, published a note revealing that 
“... Professor Sigmund Freud, world’s 
No. 1 sexiatrist, has just published his 
secret book, designed originally to be 
posthumous: ‘Moses and Monotheism.’ 
In it he manages to offend everybody— 


Catholic, Protestant, even his own 
Jewish brethren. Its general thesis is 
that Moses was not a Jew and Chris- 
tianity sprang from Akhnaton’s sun- 
worship... .” 


The view that Jewry is responsible 
for its own undesirability among other 
nations is strongly supported in an ar- 
ticle by H. G. Wells, in the December 
24th, 1938, issue of Liberty. Wells 
says, “. .. Throughout those tragic and 
almost fruitless four years of war 
Zangwill and the Jewish spokesman 
were most elaborately and energetically 
demonstrating that they cared not a 
rap for the troubles and dangers of any 
people but their own. They kept their 
eyes steadfastly upon the restoration of 
the Jews—and, what was worse in the 
long run, they kept the Gentiles acutely 
aware of this.” 


Although not a Christian himself, 
Wells says: “... This intensification 
of the Jewish problem is... a part of 
a swift and terrifying change which is 
coming over human affairs, and I do 
not believe it can be dealt with by it- 
self or in any way except as a portion 
of the general human problem...” The 
rest of the article is a rather caustic 
array of Jewry. Wells has no more 
sympathy with Jewish national aspira- 
tions than he has with their accepted 
traditions, and believes that the solu- 
tion of the Jewish question lies in an 
educational emancipation in which the 
Jew would forget his nationality and 
become merged in what he calls “‘com- 
mon humanity”. 


England and the Jew 


Christians who believe in Israel’s 
future know that the Jew is bringing 
suffering upon himself by his persistent 
disobedience to . The 17,000,000 
Jews in the world, of whom 5,000,000 
live in the United States, will continue 
to be a “curse among the nations” as 
long as they remain a “stiff-necked 
people” which depends for its future 
existence and advancement upon its 
own cunningness rather than upon the 
God of Israel. 


Jewry again has learned that human 
promises are not to be relied upon. The 
British new Palestine policy published 
May 17, and approved by Parliament 
on May 28rd, 1939, nullifies the Balfour 
Declaration. It has been the universal 
belief among Jews that the aid given to 


the Allies in the World War merited 
the reward held out to them: namely, 
the establishment of an independent 
Jewish state in Palestine. Now it ap- 
pears that they were merely outwitted 
by Great Britain. A careful perusal of 
the text of the Balfour Declaration re- 
veals the fact that no such a promise 
was ever made. The paper merely ex- 
presses a hope. 


Sidney Rogerson, English author, 
sheds light on this subject in his 
“Propaganda in the Next War,” when 
he says: “During the great war we 
bought off this huge American Jewish 
public by the promise of the Jewish 
national home in Palestine, held by Lu- 
dendorff to be the master stroke of al- 
lied propaganda, as it enabled us not 
only to appeal to Jews in America but 
to Jews in Germany as well. 


“Since then our attempts to fulfill 
our undertaking have landed us in dif- 
ficulties with the Arabs, agitated by 
Italian propaganda, without satisfying 
the Jews. 

“We have not satisfied the educated 
British Jews. How much less have we 
satisfied the more remote Jew commu- 
nity on the other side of the Atlantic? 


“In addition, the recent realistic pol- 
icy of the British government has been 
worked up into a propaganda of signi- 
ficant extent and intensity which rep- 
resents Great Britain as being ‘half 
Fascist,’ excuse the label, all ready and 
prepared to ‘sell the Democratic pass’ 
and go ‘all Fascist’ at the first conve- 
nient opportunity.” 


The author does not exclude the pos- 
sibility of a reversal of Jewish support 
to the dictators in the event of another 
war; he thinks that while Jews bitterly 
resent German and Italian hatred, they 
feel that Britain’s repudiation of the 
Balfour Declaration, constitutes an 
even greater betrayal of Jewry. Mr. 


Rogerson’s book was recently introduc — 


ed in Congress by Senator Nye to prove 
the effectiveness of British propagands 
in this Country. 


Why Ignore Persecuted Christians? 


Great Britain’s excuse for its recent 
action is largely the desire to keep 
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Arab friendship. She believes that this 
will safeguard the Suez Canal against 
Arab attack, and keep intact her most 
important artery of communication 
with India in the event of war. : 


However, many prominent Britons 
have expressed regret of their govern- 
ment’s reversal of policy in Palestine. 
The opposition is headed by Earl Win- 
terton, member of the Cabinet, and 
Herbert Morrison, Laborite M. P. 


The United States also has voiced its 
opposition to the changing of the Jew- 
ish status in the Holy Land to that of 
a permanent minority. 


President Roosevelt has repeatedly 
expressed sympathy for the Jews. The 
American people heartily agree with 
such sentiments provided they do not 
include the granting of special privi- 
leges to them at our ports of entry. The 
granting of special favors on the part 
of the executive branch of our govern- 
ment to one group to the exclusion of 
another is an injustice, contrary to law, 
and unethical. Jewish immigrants are 
entitled to equal consideration with 
Gentile immigrants, no more. 


The proposed mass immigration of 
from 40,000 to 80,000 Jewish refugees 
most certainly is bound to create havoc 
in the already overcrowded professions 
as well as in the ranks of labor. The 
American people could not safeguard 
against Jewish meddling. In‘the long 
run, we would experience the same re- 
actions which have caused a revulsion 
of sentiment against the Jews in Eu- 
rope. The Jewish problem will never 
be solved within the confines of any 
land outside of Palestine. It would be 
far better for the American people to 
bring pressure to bear on Great Brit- 
ain, holding it to its original promise 
to grant to the Jews a national home in 
the Holy Land. 


In the past, it has been claimed that 
nations friendly to the Jews have pros- 
pered because they have granted every 
privilege to them. Industry and com- 
merce, we were told, suffered a set- 
back whenever Jewish activities were 
curtailed, and they were forced to 
leave. Such a contention cannot be 
supported in the light of developments 
in the European countries. The Jews 
have not helped the Russian people, 
even though they were greatly favored 
by Soviet Russia. In Germany and 
Italy a greater degree of normalcy was 
established after the Jews were re- 
stricted in their financial operations. 


Many radio appeals are now being 
made on behalf of the Jews for funds 
which are to pay for their transporta- 
tion to this country. The plight of 
Russian Christians in the Soviet Union 
is far more precarious than that ofthe 
German and Italian Jews. We have 
yet to see a single published, or radio 
broadcast appeal, for funds to bring 
these brethren to America. If we are 
deeply offended by any injustice ac- 
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corded Italian or German Jews, we cer- 
tainly should. not disregard the great 
suffering of Christian exiles in Russia. 


These good people are no less human 
than are the Jews. Why then do we 
not make appeals “in the name of 
humanity” in their behalf? We have 
never learned of any special considera- 
tion given to Russian Christians at any 
port of entry of the United States. On 
the contrary, we have learned reliably 
that such special privileges have been 
extended only to Bolsheviks and Jews. 


The Talmud Quoted 


_ This writer’s chief objection to Jew- 
ish mass immigration to America is the 
fact that they still subscribe to the 
principles and codes of the Talmud 
Torah. These rabbinical writings are 
regarded by Jewry as sacred and the 
essence of all wisdom. As long as they 
are unwilling to repudiate these teach- 
ings, they will continue to be a thorn 
in the flesh of the Gentile nations. 
There is some justification for opposi- 
tion to the Jews when one considers 
that the Talmud advises Jewry that its 
collections of civil and canonical laws 
are the final authority in deciding mat- 
ters relative to their conduct, and that 
the traditional instructions given by 
the priests and rabbis are as important 
as Divine revelation; that the teaching 
of the Talmud Torah stand above all 
other laws, exceeding in importance the 
laws of Moses. (Rabbi Ismael, Rabbi 
Chambar, et. al.) 


The following are a few “gems” col- 
lected from the Talmud; they are 
throwing some light on the opposition 
with which Jews are meeting whenever 
they are found following such precepts: 


“The decisions of the Talmud are 
words of the living God. Jehovah Him- 
self asks the opinion of the earthly 
rabbis when there are difficult affairs 
in heaven.” (Rabbi Menachem Com- 
mentary on Fifth Book.) 


“Jehovah Himself studies the Talmud 
standing, he has such respect for that 
book.” (Tract Mechilla.) 


“It is more wicked to question the 
words of the rabbis than those of the 
Torah.” (Mishna Sanhedryn 11:3.) 


“It is forbidden to disclose the secrets 
of the law. He who would do it would 
be as guilty as though he destroyed the 
whole world.” (Jektut Chadasz, 171,3.) 


“Every goy (Gentile) who studies the 
Talmud and every Jew who helps him 
in it, ought to die.” (Sanhedryn, 59a, 
Aboda Zora 8-6, Szagiga 13.) 


“To communicate anything to a goy 
about our religious relations would be 
equal to the killing of all Jews, for if 
the goyim (Gentiles) knew what we 
teach about them they would kill us 
openly.” (Libbre David 37.) 


“If a Jew be called upon to explain 
any part of the rabbinic books, he ought 
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to give only a false explanation. Who 
ever will violate this order shall be put 
to death.” (Libbre David 37.) = 


“A Jew should and must make a 
false oath when the goyim ask if our 
books contain anything against them.” 
(Szaaloth-Utszabot, The Book of Jore 
Dia 1.) 

“The Jews are human beings, but the 
nations of the world are not human be-

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ings but beasts.” (Baba Mecia 114,6.) 


‘“‘When the Messiah comes every Jew 
will have 2800 slaves.” (Simeon Had- 
darsen, fol. 56-D.) 


“Jehovah created the non-Jew in 
human form so that the Jew would not 
have to be served by beasts. The non- 
Jew is consequently an animal in hu- 
man form, and condemned to serve the 
Jew day and night.” (Midrasch Tal- 
pioth, p. 225-L.) 


“A Jew may do to a non-Jewess what 
he can do. He may treat her as he 
treats a piece of meat.” (Nadarine, 20, 
B; Schulchan Aruch, Choszen Hamisz- 
pat 348. See also Gad. Shas. 2:2.) 


“A Jew may misuse the non-Jewess 
in her state of unbelief.” (Maimonides, 
Jak, Chasaka 2:2.) 


“If a goy kills a goy or a Jew he is 
responsible; but if a Jew kills a goy 
he is not responsible.” (Tosefta. Aboda 
Zara 8,5.) 

“It is permitted to kill a Jewish de- 
nunciator everywhere. It is permitted 
to kill him even before he denounces.” 
(Schulchan Aruch, Choszen Hamiszpat 
388.) 


“Thou shalt not do injury to thy 
neighbor, but it is not said, ‘Thou shalt 
not do injury to a goy.’” (Mishna San- 
hedryn 57.) 


“A Jew is permitted to rape, cheat 
and perjure himself; but he must take 
care that he is not found out, so that 
Israel may not suffer.” (Schulchan 
Aruch, Jore Dia.) . 


“A Jew may rob a goy—that is, he 
may cheat him in a bill, if unlikely to 
be perceived by him.” (Schulchan 
Aruch, Choszen Hamiszpat 348.) 


“If a goy wants a Jew to stand wit- 
ness against a Jew in a court of law, 
and if the Jew could give fair evidence, 
he is forbidden to do it; but if a Jew 
wants a Jew to be a witness in a simi- 
lar case against a goy, he may do it.” 
(Schulchan Aruch, Choszen Hamiszpat 
28, Art. 3 and 4.) 


“Those who do not confess the Torah 
and the Prophets must be killed. Who

has the power to kill them, let them 
kill them openly with the sword. If not, 
let them use artifices, till they are done 
away with.” (Schulchan Aruch. Chosz- 
en Hamiszpat 425-5.) 


“A'll property of other nations be- 
longs to the Jewish nation, which, con- 
sequently, is entitled to seize upon it 
without any scruples. An _ orthodox 
Jew is not bound to observe principles 
of morality towards people of other 
tribes. He may act contrary to morali- 
ty, if profitable to himself .or to Jews 
in general.” (Schulchan Aruch Choszen 
Hamiszpat 348.) 


“Should a Jew inform the goyish 


authorities that another Jew has much 
money, and the other will suffer a loss 
through it, he must give him remunera- 
tion.” (Schulchan Aruch, Choszen Ham- 
iszpat 388.) 


“On the house of the goy one looks 
as on the fold of cattle.” (Tosefta, Er- 
ubin VII, 1.) 


“All vows, oaths, promises, engage- 
ments, and swearing, which, beginning 
this very day of reconciliation, we in- 
tend to vow, promise, swear, and bind 
ourselves to fulfill, we repent of before- 
hand; let them be illegalized, acquitted, 
annihilated, abolished, valueless, unim- 
portant. Our vows shall be no vows, 
and our oaths no oaths at all.” (Schul- 
chan Aruch, Edit. I, 136.) 


“The Jews are strictly forbidden to 
cheat their brothers and it is considered 
cheating already if one-sixth of the 
value has been taken away from him. 
Whoever has cheated his brother has to 
return it to him. Naturally all that 
only holds toward the Jew, to cheat a 
goy he is permitted and he is not per- 
mitted to return to him what he cheated 
him out of. Because the Bible says: 
‘Thou shalt not cheat thy next brother,’ 
but the non-Jews are not our brethren, 
but as mentioned above, worse 
dogs.” (Aruch Choszen Hamiszpat 227.) 


Granting that the Talmud Torah al- 
so teaches many good things, state- 
ments like the above nevertheless brand 
the book as diabolical. Many of its 
teachings perpetuate superstition, fool- 
ish beliefs, and blasphemy. As long as 
the Jews expound such teachings, they 
cannot hope to escape suspicion. 
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Conclusion 


Space does not permit the citation of 
many other Talmudic teachings and 
rabbinical literature which scholarship 
has made accessible to Gentiles. They 
prove beyond reasonable doubt that the 
disputed “Protocols of the Wise Elders 
of Zion” are not an outright forgery of 
anti-Semitic Gentiles, and without prec- 
edent in Jewish literature as charged 
by champions of apostate Jewry. 


Jewish orators and writers may con- 
tinue to employ lofty speech which de- 
picts the idealism and altruism of their 
people. Their oratory and rhetoric will 
fail to make permanent impressions as 
long as their “sacred” books which are 
not in harmony with God’s Word, will 
continue to be the source of hatred for 
non-Jews, and as long as their leaders 
continue to incite the masses to revolu- 
tion and war. They must repudiate 
the Talmud with the same eagerness 
that they are now repudiating the 
“Protocols”. 


Until that time comes, apostate Israel 
must contemplate its present plight in 
the light of revelation, as well as the 
destructive teachings of its renegade 
rabbis. The present world crisis had 
its origin in Jewish Communistic teach- 
ings. He who doubts this statement 
can easily convince himself of the 
truth by studying the history of Bol- 
shevism and the inner workings of 
world-wide Communistic propaganda. 


For those Jews who do not adhere to 
Talmudic principles of hate, and espe- 
cially for those who have accepted their 
true Messiah, and are looking for the 
establishment of His kingdom on earth, 
Christians can have naught but good 
will, sympathy, and love; for Gentile 
believers too “pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem”, and the soon coming of its 
rightful Ruler and King, the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

LAST December I held revival 

services in Arizona, in a small 
community on the State highway 
not far from Phoenix. 


During the meetings, Mrs. Black and 
I lived in a cabin at one of the many 
tourist camp grounds which dot the 
western highways. Across the high- 
way from the camp, much to our dis- 
like, was a center of vice, like those scat- 
tered over the Country where so many 
lives, young and old, are being debauch- 
ed — a typical roadhouse. 


Every night the proprietor of this 
lace played jazz music through his 
loud speaker, hoping thereby to attract 
passing motorists to his establishment. 
Every night cars were parked outside 
while their occupants caroused, danc- 
ed and drank within. 


The sober-minded Christian Ameri- 
can shudders as he thinks of the broken 
bodies, and the blood spilt daily, on our 
American highways as the result of 
drunken driving — and most of the 
drivers of such cars “get tanked up” in 
roadhouses. Like many others of God’s 
children who must travel our highways, 


we have prayed often for protection as - 


we travel thousands of miles a year in 
the work of evangelism.

One day while seated in our cabin, 
Mrs. Black and I heard a terrific crash- 
ing, grinding sound. It was a wreck! 
A collision of two fine new automobiles, 
right in front of this roadhouse! 


We rushed over to see if any help 
could be rendered. Fortunately, this 
time no one was killed, though the oc- 
cupants were considerably shocked and 
shaken up. The direct cause of the ac- 
cident was an intoxicated driver who 
had been in this roadhouse doing one 
of the most foolish things a mortal can 
do—pouring alcoholic poison down his 
throat and paying a good price for it 
in the bargain. He had deliberately 
driven out into the path of a speeding 
tourist from New York State, who had 
safely made it thus far to the Pacific 
Coast, but mow met disaster because of 
the stupidity of another driver, crazed 
with drink. 


The manager of the roadhouse was 
said to have been seen laughing with 
others of his set, as he viewed the 
wrecked cars — the direct result of 
liquor consumed at his booze joint. An 
honorable, law-abiding citizen, standing 
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in the crowd, was heard to remark: 
“The man who sold him the liquor 
should be compelled to pay the dam- 
ages.” 


Yes, and every man or woman, young 
or old, seen emerging from a drinking 
place should be examined immediately 
by an officer stationed outside; if 
liquor is detected, his driver’s permit 
should be taken from him immediately. 
He should be forbidden to drive, under 
penalty of the law, until the influence 
or smell of strong drink is entirely 
gone. Such a procedure would be 
costly ... but are not the accidents and 
deaths upon our highways infinitely 
more costly? 


Make the liquor dealers and the 
drinkers pay for this nation-wide polic- 
ing of drinking places by taxing their 
drinks all the more! Of course, national 
Prohibition, strictly enforced, is the 
better remedy. 


I noticed that as soon as the officer 
arrived, he asked the drunken driver 
to let him smell his breath. How ut- 
terly inconsistent! Why not demand 
that this be done before the driver en- 
ters his automobile? Why lock the 
barn after the horse is stolen? “An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure’, you know. 


Five Fundamental Facts 


What lessons may we learn from the 
above incident? 


1. That gasoline and booze absolute- 
ly will not mix. 


2. That the repeal of national Prohi- 
bition as embodied in the Eighteenth 
Amendment, has utterly and miserably 
failed and that conditions now, with our 
millions of motorists on the highways, 
are infinitely worse than they ever 
were in the days of national Prohibi- 
tion. 

8. That the glowing promises made 
by those who opposed Prohibition and 
worked for repeal, even among the lead- 
ers of our present Washington Admin- 
istration, promising the Nation that the 
old saloon would not be returned nor 
tolerated, have proved to be nothing 
but a pack of wet lies. For we have the 
saloon back again with a vengeance, and 
far worse than in former days. Then, it 
was mostly men who frequented such 
places. Today, women, young girls and 
young men crowd these unspeakable 
joints, 

Prior to his election the first time,

y should smell the breath of all who 
patronize drinking places before they 
enter their automobiles and not after 
they have caused wrecks, deaths and 
injuries to sober, innocent motorists 
who surely have an equal right to our 
highways. 

5. That these saloons and roadhouses, 
with the liquor that they peddle, and 
the moral evils they propagate among 

oung people, are one of the worst 
blights upon the good: name and honor 
of our beloved Country.

Saviour.”

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Is God Active In The World? 


Professor George McCready Price, College Place, Washington 





OON after the rise of modern sci- 

ence in the sixteenth century, the 
discovery of universal gravitation by 
Sir Isaac Newton (1642—1727), the 
greatest physicist and mathematician 
of all time, seemed to confirm the idea 
that the universe is a gigantic machine, 
which runs itself without any outside 
interference or assistance. Such a 
theory is, of course, sheer materialism. 


This would mean that the universe 
has within itself the full power of run- 
ning and acting as it does. It might 
mean that God had created the uni- 
verse in the first place, or had wound 
it up like a clock, and had then left it 
to act through the power or energy 
that He had put into it. This would 
mean deism. 

Such a scheme of religion or philo- 
sophy did prevail in England for a con- 
siderable time, and the people who 
taught it often appealed to the law of 
natural science as then known in con- 
firmation of their materialistic theo- 
ries. Voltaire (1694-1778), the clever 
French man of letters, was one who 
taught this deistic, or materialistic, 
view of the universe. Voltaire was not 
an atheist, as some persons might sup- 
pose. He was a deist, as were also 
Tom Paine and many others of the 
i preceding the American Revolu- 

on. 

Sir Isaac Newton was a very devoted 
Christian; but he tried to find a 
physical cause for the attraction of 
gravitation, of which he had become the 
discoverer and the promulgator. He 
thought that there must be some thin 
ethereal substance scattered through 
space; for he thought that some such 
substance was necessary as the medium 
through which this “force” of gravita- 
tion is transmitted. 


He failed utterly in making this idea 
reasonable; but since his day many 
other men have also tried their hand at 
inventing some imaginary stuff that

might serve as a medium not only for 
the transmission of gravitation but also 
for the transmission of light from the 
stars and our own sun. All these at- 
tempts at inventing such a stuff, or 
“ether,” have now been proved to be 
unreasonable and unscientifie. Einstein 
was not the first nor the last to throw 
discredit upon this concept of the 
ether. He merely took the results that 
had been established by the Michelson- 
Morley experiments, and by other 
faets known from various other sources. 
But today the situation can best be 
summed up in the statement of Sir 
James H. Jeans, that nature acts as 
if there is no sueh stuff as the ether 
of space. 


An Action Across Space 

Gravitation is seemingly: an action 
across absolutely vacant space. In 
other words, it is action at a@ distance. 
Now it is wholly unscientific and un- 
reasonable that a body ean reach out 
and put hooks on another distant body 
and pull it in toward itself. How can 
any material object act where it is 
not? .How can science explain the 
method by which any pull can be ex- 
erted across space? 


_ People have tried for several genera- 
tions to help out this matter by imagin- 
ing all sorts of intervening substances 
that might assist in this process. But 
all such speculations have been com- 
plete failures. In the words of Sir 
Joseph Larmor: “No progress has been 
made, any more than in Newton’s day, 
in unraveling the essential nature of 
gravitation.” — “Nature,” Supplement, 
page 52, April 9, 1927. 


The same idea is expressed even more 
clearly and emphatically by Prof. E. P. 
Lewis of the University of California: 
“We do not know, nor can we ever ex- 
pect to know, the mechanism of gravi- 
tation.” — “Science,” Nov. 28, 1928. 


The plain truth is that there is no 
material mechanism for gravitation, 
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or for any of the attractive “forces.” 
They are in reality action across vacant 
space, or action at a distance. P. W. 
Bridgman of Harvard University inti- 
mates that nothing could be much more 
scientifically bigoted than an attitude 
of mind which refuses to accept these 
facts as we know them, simply because 
they do not fit into any materialistic 
picture of the universe. 


From the religious point of view, 
these phenomena of gravitation, like the 
transmission of light and other forms 
of radiant energy across vacant space, 
are easily understood as due to the di- 
rect or the immediate (without a 
medium) fiat of God. This is the only 
sensible view to take of these matters. 
All materialistic schemes to explain 
these physical phenomena are merely so 
many mental shields, or buffers, to keep 
the individual from seeing and recog- 
nizing the direct acts of God in these 
natural processes. 


But our God, the Creator, is a per- 
sonal being; and His word is effective 
now in carrying on the processes of na- 
ture, just as it was effective in the be- 
ginning in bringing these worlds and 
the things upon them into existence. 
Distance is no obstacle to the fiat or 
the word of God. It is effective across 
space, and it is effective also down all 
the corridors of time. 


In other words, distance and time of- 
fer no obstacles to the effective action 
of God’s creative word. And it is the 
direct fiat control of nature that we 
see manifested in gravitation and in 
$0 many other ways in the world 
around us. This present fiat control 
of nature is in full harmony with the 
truth already expressed that the origin- 
al creation is finished, and is not now 
going on. This fiat control of nature 
is within the bounds of that original 
energy that was made available for 
our world in the beginning. And all 
the processes now being carried on in 
our world are in strict accord with the 
laws that God has established for the 
conduct of His universe. 


Two conclusions follow inevitably 
from the facts given above: 


_ 1. The first and obvious conclusion 
is that God is not a great absentee. 
He has not left the world to act of it- 
self. He has not even endowed matter 
with certain “properties,” or with cer- 
tain inevitable tendencies, leaving the 
things of the world to follow an in- 
evitable course. He is directly and ac- 
tively engaged in the processes that 
are going on. Certainly such processes 
as we have been considering — gravi- 
tation, magnetism, and electrical attrac- 
tion — cannot be anything else than 
action at a distance; and this must be 
assigned to the direct or the immediate 
act of God. 


Deism—a Libel on Jehovah 


2. But these processes that we term 
action at a distance are always capable 
of direct correlation with other proces- 
ses that might seem to us to be due to 
the “properties” of matter. For in- 
stance, gravitation or magnetism can be 
completely and exactly changed over 
into any of the other “forces” of na- 
ture, aecording to the great principle of 
the conservation of energy. According- 


ly, we must conclude that God is just 
as directly concerned in all the process- 
es of nature, even those which may 
seem to us fo represent the mere prop- 
erties of matter. No other conclusion 
is possible if we are to think clearly 
and logically. 


From all this we can see that God is 
far more intimately and directly con- 
cerned in nature than we have been 
accustomed to think. Deism is abso- 
lutely false. It is a libel on the great 
Jehovah. It represents Him as careless 
or unconcerned with the world that He 
has made. It would also represent Him 
as being unable to help any of His 
creatures here in this world. This is 
not true. Miracles, or the direct action 
of God in the various affairs of our 
lives, are not only possible, but they 
are also to be expected of the great Je- 
hovah, Him in whom “we live, and 
move, and have our being.” 


Darwinism, or the theory of organic 
Evolution, gives us wrong ideas about 
the origin of things. But the theory 
of inherent or intrinsic properties of 
matter is equally wrong and equally 
dishonoring to God. It is this latter 
error that we have been considering 
in this article. And we have seen that 
there are abundant scientific proofs 
that God is far more intimately con- 
nected with the affairs of His universe 
than deism would admit; and we must 
not think of deism as a dead or an out- 
of-date theory. Many of the religio- 
scientific teachings of the present day 
are deistic to a high de But they 
are wrong. And the Bible teaching of 
God, as directly concerned in all the 
processes of nature, is the only true 
scientific or religious conclusion. 


Yet an undue emphasis on this phase 
of the subject would drive us to 
pantheism, which is the error or here- 


sy direetly opposite to deism. Panthe- 
ism is an overemphasis on the tmmé- 
nence, or immediate presence, of God 
in nature, just as deism is an over- 
emphasis on the transcendence, or the 
separateness, of God with regard to 
nature. Both are wrong, but wrong 
in opposite directions. Men get into 
these two opposite mistakes because 
they do not recognize the limitations 
of the human mind, and because they 
think that they can fully comprehend 
the Infinite and Eternal One. 

It is the same old error of the three 
blind men who tried to examine the 
elephant. One got hold of the ele- 
phant’s tail, and he declared that

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Some years before the French 
Revolution the philosopher 
Rouseau had a wicked dream. 


He conceived a state of society in 
which civilization should be destroyed 
and all mankind reduced to the level 
of beasts; contending that man can only 
be happy in a “state of nature.” Of 
course, he knew nothing of the law 
of tooth and claw, never having been 
in the jungle in his whole life. But 
Rouseau was a fanatic and he kept up 
his talking and writing about his pet 
“dream” to the day of his death; but 
doing Fr else,—except talk and 
write about it. 


However, Rouseau had a disciple who 
decided to do something very definite 
and concrete about it; and this man 
set in motion diabolical machinery for 
the overthrow of civilization and the 
destruction of Christianity. Historians 
have called this man a “human devil” 
and “the profoundest conspirator who 
has ever lived.” His name was Adam 
Weishaupt. He was a young law pro- 
fessor in Bavaria. He had been educat- 
ed by the Jesuits, but he early conceived 
a violent hatred of all religion. He 
is said to have meditated deeply for 
five long years in working out his cun- 
ning plan for the destruction of reli- 
gion, morality, family life and ordered 
government. 


The Illuminati 


On May 1, 1776, just two months and 
four days before our Declaration of In- 
dependence was given to the world as a 
foundation for individual liberty and 
modern freedom, Adam Weishaupt pro- 
mulgated his Six Abolitions. On these 
“abolitions” Weishaupt founded his So- 
ciety of the Illuminati. From the work- 
ings of the Illuminati, the wicked and de- 
structive philosophy eminating there- 
from, directly spring and originate all 
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the radicalism that has afflicted the 
world for the last one hundred and fifty 
years, which includes the French Revo- 
lution, the red debacle in Russia and 
the pink-red insanity that animates our 
so-called New Deal. 


Weishaupt’s Six Abolitions were as 
follows: 

1. Abolition of Monarchy and all Ordered 

Government. 

2. Abolition of Private Property. 

3. Abolition of ee 

4. —— of Patriot 
5. Abolition of Farsits, “(that Is, of Marriage 

~ all Orthodox Morality, and the Iinsti- 

tution of the Communal Education of Chil- 


dren). 
6. Abolition of all Religion. 


On these Six Abolitions Weishaupt 
founded his Society of the Illuminati, 
which rapidly spread throughout Ger- 
many, France and Italy, corrupting 
everything it touched, even Freemason- 
ry on the European continent, though it 
never had contact or affiliation with 
British or American Masonry. As the 
Nluminati threatened the overthrow of 
all ordered government, it was banned 
by law about 1788, when it went “un- 
derground”, where its machinations 
were carried on with renewed vigor. 
Its sinister secrecy appealed to radical 
conspirators, and it even corrupted 
many of the nobility. Mirabeau, Dan- 
ton, Marat, Saint-Just, Robespierre, 
Hebert, Babeuf and other prominent 
conspirators of the French Revolution 
were members of the Illuminati. 


When the Illuminati was first organ- 
ized, Weishaupt refused membership to 
Jews, but soon thereafter took them 
into his subversive order. The 
Illuminati set-up was like a machine 
made to order for Mayer Amschel, 
founder of the Rothschild clan, inter- 
national banking, and what has since 
come to be known as the “Hidden 
Hand.” Mayer Amschel lived in a 
house, decorated with a red_ shield 
(Rothschild), in the ghetto of Frank- 
fort, Germany. He started life as a 
coin dealer, but soon became “Crown 
Agent” for William II of Hesse and 
Cassel; and, acting in such capacity, he 
laid the foundations of the great Roths- 
child fortune by recruiting the 17,000 
Hessian mercenary soldiers, sent over 
here by England to fight our colonial 
ancestors, just at the time another Jew, 
Haym Soloman, was loaning money to 
General Washington. 
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Mayer Amschel Rothschild was 
vapile learning how to make money 
out of war and mass murder; and so, in 
furtherance of his deep-laid schemes, 
he kept his oldest son Amschel at 
Frankfort, sent Soloman to Vienna, 
Nathan to London, James to Paris and 
Carl to Milan, Italy. In the wars that 
followed the Rothschilds financed all 
sides to the struggles, and made vast 
fortunes, no matter who won the wars. 
Mayer Amschel found the Illuminati, 
with its secret and underground inter- 
national connections, to be about the 
most valuable of all his connections; 
and so he and his rich brethren in the 
Frankfort ghetto saw to it that the 
Illuminati lodges were always. well 
financed. The lodge of Coq Heron 
(Heron Cock) at Paris had $4,500,000.- 
00 in its treasury at the outbreak of the 
French Revolution. It was the Illumi- 
nati that sent 82 strange men to the 
Hotel de Ville (City Hall) in Paris, on 
August 10, 1792, to take charge of the 
Reign of Terror. It was this diaboli- 
cal order, with its “Hidden Hand” con- 
nections in Frankfort, that started the 
French Revolution, carried on its mass 
murders, “abolished God,” enthroned a 
prostitute from the streets of Paris as 
“The Goddess of Reason,’ and was di- 
rectly responsible for the death of 300,- 
000 French citizens, 


In corroboration of the statement that 
the Illuminati constituted the genesis 
and revelation of modern radicalism, let 
us consider that twenty-five: years be- 
fore the Jewish Karl Marx was born, the 
Illuminati started the class war and the 
revolution of the proletariat in Paris, 
by stirring up the gutter snipes, sewer 
rats, petty thieves and released prison- 
ers and inciting them to the red terror. 
The “boring from within” tactics of 
present day Communists and Socialists 
was invented by Weishaupt’s Illuminati, 
as were the Socialist-Communist terms 
and nomenclature, such as bourgeoise, 
chauvinism, et cetera. It was Weis- 
haupt, and not Lenin, who invented the 
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hrase, “the end justifies the means.” 
prs, Weishaupt promulgated his 
Six Abolitions on May 1, 1776, May 
Day has been a holy day with all radi- 
cals ever since. In Weishaupt’s subver- 
sive order each Illuminatus bore a fic- 
titious name, a practice largely imitat- 
ed by the leading radicals who have 
lived since Weishaupt’s day. Karl 
Marx was born Mordecai, Lenin’s real 
name was Ulyanov, Trotsky was born 
Bronstein and Stalin is really Joseph 
Dzugashvili. Many of the Communist 
leaders in America — particularly the 
Jewish leaders — bear fictitious names. 


Amplification and Spread of 
Modern Radicalism 


Having given a short but authentic 
history of the genesis and rise of de- 
structive radicalism in the modern 
world, which was simultaneous with the 
rise and development of free democracy 
on this continent, let us now consider 
the later amplification and spread of 
Weishaupt’s deadly doctrines. About 
1848, so-called German Socialists, such 
as Ferdinand Lassalle, Friederich 
— and Karl Marx, began to ampli- 
yao and spread the destructive Illuminati 

ilosophy. Their fomentations caused 
Fadical trouble in Germany, and Marx 
and Engels went to France, but they 
were run out of Paris. In that same 
year Engels and Marx promulgated 
their Communist Manifesto, which was 
based on the Six Abolitions of Adam 
Weishaupt, but with some explanations 
and amplifications of their own. About 
this time Karl Marx was indicted for 
murder in Germany and fled to Eng- 
land, where he lived the remainder of 
his life on profits from Manchester 
spinning mills, owned by Friederich 
Engels, and operated largely with the 
labor of women and children who toiled 
from twelve to sixteen hours a day. 


Das Kapital 


Marx lived in London where he had 
access to the British Museum and its 
priceless records. He wrote Das 
Kapital in three volumes, the last of 
which was not published until after his 
death. The first two volumes bear in- 
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ternal evidence of having been filched 
largely from, the Illuminati, and the 
last volume was largely plagiarized 
from Ferdinand Lassalle, who got his 
philosophy from Weishaupt. The last 
volume contradicts the first two. The 
whole is founded on false postulates 
and written in stilted language and 
ponderous verbiage. But this spurious 
book did crystallize in ponderous tomes, 
available to all readers, the secret 
plans, machinations and _ destructive 
philosophy of the Illuminati, hitherto 
known to none but the higher initiates. 
So now radicals everywhere began to 
hail Karl Marx as a new social prophet, 
and his writings as the bible of the 
social revolution. Disciples sprang up 
everywhere — a few in America, but 
mostly in despotic countries, particular- 
ly in Russia, where Nikolai Lenin be- 


came the successor of Karl Marx, just’ 


as Karl Marx had been a successor to 
Adam Weishaupt. 


Bolshevism’s Triumvirate 

At Simbersk in Russia, in the year 
1870, there was born into a family of 
the lesser nobility a boy who was given 
the name Vladimir Ilyich Ulyanov. He 
was in considerable trouble with the 
authorities during his school years, for 
he became a disciple of Karl Marx in 
his youth, He was admitted to the 
practice of the law in his twenty-first, 
year, but that same year his elder 
brother was executed for the attempt- 
ed assassination of Czar Alexander 
III, and young Ulyanov’s powerful and 
vengeful mind turned to implacable 
hate. He took up deep study of the 
Marxian philosophy and molded it into 
the dreadful mechanism of Bolshevism 
for the destruction of the prevailing 
system of society. He also invented the 
Russian Soviet system. Like the 
Illuminati he, too, took an alias — that 
of Nikolai Lenin. 


In the year 1879, at Elizabethgrad, 
Russia, there was born i ina middle-class 
Jewish family by name of Bronstein a 
boy who was later to blazon his name 

across the world’s horizon as the most 
brilliant of the Bolsheviks, next to Len- 
in. He was radical from his boyhood, 
and was exiled to eastern Siberia for 
radical activities before he reached his 
majority. He soon escaped to England, 
where he took, the name of Leon 
Trotsky. He became a newspaper man 
and worked all over Europe and in 
America. He was a radical conspira- 
tor from first to last. 


In the same year of Trotsky’s birth, 
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Joseph Dzugashvili, Son_of a cobbler, 
first saw the light in Georgia of the 
Caucasus. In his boyhood he was lead- 
er of the young gangsters of Tifflis, 
and in his youth he became a radical 
conspirator. He was expelled from 
school when but seventeen for subver- 
sive activities among the other stu- 
dents. He now became a robber in the 
Caucasus and a hardened Bolshevik. He 
was exiled to Siberia several times but 
managed to escape. In June, 1907, he 
robbed a bank messenger in Tifflis of 
341,000 roubles, after killing forty-five 
innocent people with bombs. Because 
of his undeviating hardness, Lenin 
christened him “Stalin — man of steel.” 
This ruthless criminal now rules one-

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sixth of our earth with a rod of iron, 
and is seeking to extend his rule 
throughout the world, and most par- 
ticularly in the United States, where 
he has active henchmen in our schools, 
colleges, church societies, labor organ- 
izations and New Deal bureaus. 


Red Russia 


For many years before the World 
War Russia had been seething with 
radicalism of all brands — Atheism, 
Anarchism, Communism, Nihilism and 
Socialism. But when the radicals got 
too bold they were ruthlessly suppress- 
ed by the Cossacks and the Czar’s se- 
cret police. When the Czarist 
government developed great military 
inadequacy in the World War and de- 
serted her allies, the Russian radicals 
started a revolution in February, 1917, 
and established a so-called All-Russian 
Republic, of which Alexander Kerensky 
became the first and last president. 
Kerensky was a Jewish lawyer and ora- 
tor who dreamed of peace for all Rus- 
sia. But the fiery oratory and ideals 
of Kerensky were no match for the 
human hyenas soon to be loosed by the 
“Hidden Hand.” 


The October Revolution 


A clique of international bankers, 
with family roots in Frankfort, from 
which place Mayer Amschel Rothschild 
had financed the French debacle of a 
hundred and twenty-six years previous- 
ly, which ended in the murder of 300,000 
French citizens — these fellow radical- 
ists of Kerensky’s did not share his 
lofty ideals and dreams of peace for 
Russia, but financed a blood purge, 
which has from first to last caused the 
death by torture, outright murder or 
starvation, of thirty million Russians.

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gan to set out red fire here and there, 
always claiming that the flames were 
pink instead of red — warm, but not 
destructive. Socialism and Communism 
lead to the same place, and Communism 
is the inescapable corollary of Social- 
ism. 

Some little time before the World 
War the I. W. W. (Industrial Work- 
ers of the World), which means one 
big union to dominate all labor and all 
industry, began to indulge in rough 
labor tactics. In 1919, the Communist 
Party of the United States adopted the 
I. W. W. idea as their labor platform, 
and the subversion of American labor 
began in earnest. The American Feder- 
ation of Labor fought the Communist 
plan from the first, and John L. Lewis 
denounced the industrial labor idea in 
stentorian tones for a dozen years; and 
then suddenly he went over, horse, foot 
and dragoons, to the Communist labor 
platform and organized the C. I. O.

for President of the United States? 
There is some. sort of hidden 
liaison between them. Two years ago, 
out of 249 highly-paid organizers for 
C. I, O., 121 were known Communists. 
John now has a salary of $25,000.00 an- 
nually, and millions to juggle in the 
political game he is playing. He put 
up nearly a half million dollars to help 
the New Dealers win the 1936 election; 
and beetle-browed John has the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board eating out of 
his hand, Secretary of Labor Perkins is 
said to call him on the phone before she 
makes important decisions, and even 
President Roosevelt treats Mr. Lewis 
with great circumspection. 


Official Subversion 


The official subversion of our social 
and economic system began with the 
New Deal. There was much undercover 
planning in 1931 and 1932 to make 
Roosevelt President and change our eco- 
nomic order; but the radical schemes 
were kept well hidden until about 
one hundred days after his inaugura- 
tion.

Roosevelt executed an about-face and 
flagrantly violated his chief promises 
to the American people. Instead of re- 
ducing taxes, he carried them to high 
levels hitherto unknown. Instead of 
curtailing government spending, he has 
brought our country to the brink of 
disaster by the wildest orgy of sense- 
less waste known anywhere in modern 
times. Instead of abolishing “master- 
minding,” he has surrounded himself 
with “brain-trusters,” crackpots and 
dreamers; but among them all enough 
cunning subverters to guide our ship 
of state into ultra-radical waters. In 
the beginning he pledged the American 
people that his radical measures were 
only to be tried and applied during the 
emergency; but now he is ready and 
anxious to politically destroy everyone 
who objects to having his crazy schemes 
made permanent. 

Early in his administration Presi- 
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dent Roosevelt made a treaty of recog- 
nition of the bloody Russian regime, 
under a solemn contract that Russia 
was to cease all propaganda in Ameri- 
ca. Within eighteen months of that 
time, Russia had increased her red ac- 
tivities in the United States by two 
thousand per cent. But there was no 
word of protest from Mr. Roosevelt.

This can be corroborated 
by anyone who will read back numbers 
of Communist magazines and news- 
papers; or by carefully reading Mrs, 
Elizabeth Dilling’s “Red Network,” or 
her “Roosevelt’s Red Record.” 


’ Communist Endorsement 


Depend on it, the Communists are 
not fooled in Roosevelt. They have of- 
ficially endorsed him. On May 11, 1939, 
the Associated Press dispatches from 
New York carried the following: 


“Earl Browder, General Secretary 
and Presidential Candidate of the Com- 
munist Party, said tonight his party 
would support President Roosevelt for 
a third term in 1940. 


“Speaking at the ninth national con- 
vention of the Young Communist 
League, Browder said that if Mr. 
Roosevelt did not run, the party would 
support the Democratic candidate if he 
is ‘liberal.’ If not, the Communists will 
join with ‘the radical one-third of the 
electorate’ to form a new third party, 
he said.” 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, unofficial 
ambassadress of the New Deal to 
America at large, has been meeting 
with nearly all the “united-fronts” of 
the Communists, giving them “aid and 
comfort.” Recently she met with and 
addressed the Communist-led “Workers 
Alliance” and especially endorsed the 
Communistic Theater Project. And 
when President Roosevelt came to sign 
the W. P. A. Appropriation Bill, passed 
in 1939, he caustically criticized the 
omission of money for the Commun- 
ist-dominated Theater Project. 


Can anyone longer deny that Roose- 
velt is a radical when he gets the of- 
ficial endorsement of Moscow? ‘“Sure- 
ly every bird knoweth its own nest, and 
every ox its master’s crib.” But when 
bloody Moscow puts its stamp of ap- 
proval on an American public official, 
the American people will retire that of- 
ficial to private life.

MANY ministers come to me 

asking advice as to what 
might be done to improve the mu- 
sical departments of their church- 
es. Usually the music is too high 
in grade, rather than too low. 


Most churches select their music 
committee from among the ultra-musi- 
cal folks of the congregation. They. se- 
lect their choir leader and organist, and 
insist on a musical program fitting 
their musical understanding and ap- 

reciation. While the minister is long- 
ing for music that will create an atmos- 
phere in which he can do his best 
preaching, the music committee, the 
organist and choir director are thinking 
of music that will meet the approval of 
the trained musical people of their con- 
gregation and community. 


* Many of them never think of mak- 

g the music a real part of the wor- 
ship of the church; but they want it to 
be of such grade and character, carry- 
ing the names of such composers, that 
when their programs are printed in the 
papers theirs will be more attractive 
than some other church in the communi- 


Then, many of the musical programs 
are built for entertainment rather than 
worship. 


Some of our critics of Gospel songs 
have picked out numbers that seem to 
them ridiculous and foolish. While we 
will admit that some of the songs have 
been below par, we can go to the mu- 
sical programs of many churches and 
pick out anthems which they have used 
that are just as weak, ridiculous and 
— as any Gospel songs ever writ- 

mn. 


I believe the church should attain 
the world’s highest standards of music. 
I believe our singers should study ora- 
torios and the great classics. I believe 
we should use the great music in our 
churches when we have choirs that can 
Sing the music. But, at the same time, 
I believe we could find a happy medium 
with the use of the lovely hymns of the 
church and at the same time make 
room for beautiful Gospel songs, and, 
in that way, create an atmosphere 
which would be helpful to the minister 
and to the congregation as well. 


I love the great hymns of the church. 
love the oratorio. But when a church 
sings nothing but music of this kind, 
the average layman gets musical in- 
digestion. 


We have printed a special series of 
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Gospel songs in sheet form with more 
elaborate accompaniment and more 
artistically arranged than is possible in 
the song book. I sent some of these to 
a very prominent singer in one of the 
churches on Fifth Avenue in New York. 
This lady wrote and thanked me for 
them and said: “Mr. Rodeheaver, I 
have been singing some of these lovely 
Gospel songs; and, for the first time in 
my life, people have been waiting for 


me at the foot of the choir stairway 
to thank me for the song with tears in 
their eyes.” 


The place and purpose of the Gospel 
song in worship, may be illustrated by 
this story. ... In the city of Denver I 
went to play the trombone and sing for 
the people in a tuberculosis sanitarium. 
One of the nurses said to me: “Mr. 
Rodeheaver, would you go in and speak 
to a very sick patient on the upper 
balcony.

I went, of course, and 
found there a Swede. He had been a 
big muscular man, but now was wasted 
by the ravages of the dreaded disease, 
tuberculosis.

sPRAIN up a child in the way

The education of American youth in 
Scriptural matters, at the present hour, 
involves a challenging problem. 


Those who have studied into the mat- 
ter know that a systematic attack is 
being made upon the faith of our young 
people. Insidious forces are at work 
to destroy youthful concepts of Deity 
and supplant them, with the pernicious 
philosophies of materialism. 


The student is often unprepared to 
meet attacks made upon the Bible be- 
cause he has not been grounded in the 
“faith once delivered unto the saints” 
and no “reason” has been given “for 
the hope that is in him.” As a conse- 
quence, he is mystified by the new men- 
tal bombardment to which he finds him- 
self subjected. Doubts of the most dis- 
turbing kind pour through his mind. 
Faith in God, Christ, the Bible and 
things fundamental to a right under- 
standing of life here and hereafter, is 
often shipwrecked! 


Many well meaning people do not 
seem to realize that the days of cer- 
tain antiquated methods in Bible teach- 
ing have passed. The fault of some 
modes of instruction is said to be that, 
lacking in continuity, they result in 
confusion. Young students are often 
bewildered by the “hop, skip and jump” 
method used — Genesis to Revelation; 
Saul the King to Saul the Persecutor; 
the Acts of Abraham to the Acts of the 
a Lack of coordination is evi- 

nt. 


On the other hand, the public school 
curriculums are worked out with 
precision. A child today advances in 
mastery of facts, the subject matter be- 
ing carefully selected to suit his age. 
But in our Sunday Schools, there is a 
noticeable sag in this type of instruc- 
tion. 

Christian leaders have for a long time 
felt the need of approaching the prob- 
lem of Bible instruction for youth, in a 
scientific manner, to devise up-to-date 
courses of study, and yet adhere 
strictly to the cardinal principles of 


the Faith. With this thought in mind, 
the Gospel Light Press of Hollywood, 
California, set out a few years ago to 
forge an effective weapon with which 
to arouse new interest in Sunday 
School studies among young people and 
at the same time beat off attacks of 
modern agnosticism. 
Systematic Arrangement 

Editor-in-chief of this new material is 
Miss Henrietta C. Mears, Christian edu- 
cator of California, who is regarded as 
one of the most successful Sunday 
School leaders in the United States. 
She is a graduate of the University of 
Minnesota, and for many years served 
as Senior adviser and Science teacher 
in the Central High School of Minne- 
apolis. 

Miss Mears has become widely known 
for her labors as a Bible teacher and 
organizer of Young People’s groups. 
Her training in Biblical matters was re- 
ceived under the direction of Dr. W.-B. 
Riley, and, at the present time, she is 
director of Christian Education of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Hollywood. 

Miss Mears’ associate in this field of 
endeavor is Miss Esther A. Ellinghusen, 
a teacher and authority on educational 
methods. Miss Ellinghusen is a gradu- 
ate of the University of Nebraska and 
well known in the educational circles in 
Southern California. 

Rebelling at the confusion and lack 
of sequence in the available Sunday 
School literature of the day, these two 
Christian educators turned to modern 
educational practice and formulated a 
complete curriculum of study, based on 
the Bible as their only Text Book. 

The course of study was designed to 
carry the child through all the years 
from infancy to manhood, without 
break or needless repetition. Developing 
this curriculum, during the past five 
years, they have prepared and published

Atheism Advances Among American Youth 
Dan Gilbert, San Diego, California 





fp caesar peor atheism is mak- 
ing alarming progress in its drive to 
dominate the organized life and activi- 
ty of American youth. Last year, the 
communistically dominated World 
Youth Congress held its annual conven- 
tion in the United States (at Vassar 
College) for the express purpose of 
stimulating the spread of red radical- 
ism among the young people of this 
country. 


A few weeks ago, the American 
Youth Congress, an affiliate of the 
World » held a convention in 
New York City. Allegedly representa- 
tive of a million and a half American 
youths, the Congress boldly undertook 
to chart the life of the coming genera- 
tion. 


From start to finish, the -convention 
was effectively controlled by the sub- 
versive forces. The “show-down” came 
when representatives of 23 of the 135 
organizations present, asked the adop- 
tion of a resolution which affirmed, 
“The Ameriean Youth Congress un- 
equivocally states that its fundamental 
principles are based on a belief in God, 
the inviolability of human rights, pri- 
vate ownership of property, internal 
peace, and that it is the duty of so- 
ciety to cooperate to attain these ob- 
jectives.” 

The resolution was overwhelmingly 
defeated — and belief in God, along 
with private property and Constitution- 
al government, were formally repudi- 
ated by the controlling reds of the 
youth convention. 
patriotic delegates of the 23 organiza- 
tions very properly and courageously 
led a “secession” from the Congress 
after it had ruled God out of its 
“Creed.” 


Calls Creed “Very Fine” 


As long as two years ago, it was cleur 
that the Congress had been committed 
to the support of Communism; but 
few observers had expected that so 
pointed a commitment to atheism would 
eventuate during this year’s conven- 
tion. Before the vote was taken on the 
question of whether the Congress 
would “unequivocally state that its 
fundamental principles are based on a 
belief in God”, a leader of the young 
red forces declared, “We are going to 
kick and keep God out of this move- 
ment. We want no help or interfer- 
ence from any foreign power. This is 
& movement of, by, and for youth. 
We'll solve our own problems in our 
own way.” 


The cowardly and blasphemous atti- 
tude toward God had scarcely been of- 
ficially “ratified” by the Congress; the 
Congress had hardly committed itself 
to the exclusion of God from its official 
Creed—when Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt rose to the platform and address- 
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The leader of the ' 


ed the convention. The wife of the 
President said, “I am very proud of 
the creed you adopted today. Nothing 
finer | has come out of any organiza- 
tion. 


Mrs. Roosevelt was “very proud” of 
a Creed which deliberately excluded 
and eschewed and, in effect, execrated 
the God of the universe. 


Two years ago, the Congress adopted 
a: Cr condemning Fascism and 
Nazism, but failing to express by a 
single word any disapproval of Com- 
munism. Simultaneous with the effort 
to secure the ratification of the reso- 
lution expressing a belief in God, a 
delegate from Ohio arose and said, 
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“Mr. Chairman, I demand that this 


convention go on record as condemning 
Communism as well as Nazism and 


Fascism.” The Congress howled him 
down. 
And Mrs. Roosevelt apparently 


thought this was “very fine” that the 
Congress refused to condemn Commun- 
ism. 

Along with the proposal that God be 
recognized, this addition to the Creed of 
the Congress was offered, but defeated, 
“The American Youth Congress con- 
demns Communism, Nazism, and Fas- 
cism, which are viciously opposed to 
these principles of American democra- 
ey.” 

The defeat of the anti-communism 
resolution was accomplished despite 
strong pressure brought to bear by 56 
members of the New York state legisla- 
ture who demanded that the Congress

should “record itself for the preserva- 
tion of American democracy by defi- 
nitely, decisively and publicly opposing 
Communism as well as Nazism and 
Fascism.” 


Typical Red Lingo 


A move by the radical American La- 
bor Party to extend to the Congress the 
official welcome of the City of New 
York was defeated when 16 members of 
the Council joined in endorsing a state- 
ment drawn up by the City Clerk M. J. 
Cruise: “Unless the Congress so re- 
solves itself against atheist Commun- 
ism as to leave no doubt in the Ameri- 
can mind, it can never represent the 
youth of America. Until the Ameri- 
can Youth Congress publicly and de- 
cisively repudiates Communist domina- 
tion of its officers and policies no tru- 
ly representative American individual 
or organization will give it support.” 


After refusing to denounce Commun- 
ism, the leaders of the Congress put 
through a weasel-worded resolution, de- 
signed to soften public resentment, and 
to advance the Soviet strategy of pre- 
tending to “defend democracy and op- 
pose dictatorship.” At the behest of 
Gil Green, leader of the Young Com- 
munist League, the Congress declared 
“Its opposition to all forms of dictator- 
ship, whether they be Communist, Nazi, 
Fascist or any other type.” 


In explaining his sponsorship of this 
resolution, Green said that the resolu- 
tion did not apply to Soviet Russia, be- 
cause, “Soviet Communism does not 
stand for dictatorship but for the great- 
est democracy.” 


For several years, the communists 
have been spreading this propaganda— 
that they are against “all dictator- 
ships”, but of course Soviet Russia is 
not included, because she is a democra- 
cy! The design to draw us into war on 
the side of Russia, to defend “Soviet 
democracy”, is the real aim of this en- 
deavor. 


Hence, the very language of the Creed 
of the Youth Congress is borrowed from 
Earl Browder and the Soviet propa- 
gandists. The Creed of the Youth Con- 
gress is the Creed of the Communist 
Party, expressed in the very jargon of 
the red revolutionists. 


And it is this Creed of which Mrs. 
Roosevelt is so proud and which she 
considers so fine! 
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Gil Green left no doubt as to the pro- 
Soviet purpose of the Congress when 
he declared, “If the Soviet Union is at 
war, we will do everything in our 
power to force the United States into 
war on the side of the Soviet Union.” 


The life of American youth is im- 
periled today by three principal evils— 
atheism, free-love-ism, and Commun- 
ism. All three are embraced within the 
theory and practice of Bolshevism; all 
three would be advanced by any war 
waged on behalf of the Soviet Union. 


Previous to putting her prestige be- 
hind the atheist-communist Creed of the 
Congress, Mrs. Roosevelt had by her 
expressions given aid and comfort to 
the forces of alcoholism, as they seek 
to debauch the youth of our land. 
Speaking over the radio to the woman- 
hood of America, she declared: “Girls 
today are confronted with the problem 
of learning very young how much of 
such things as whiskey, gin, etc., they 
can drink, and then sticking to the 
proper quantities.” 


The development or discovery of a 
“capacity” for alcoholic beverage is, ap- 
parently, a pressing problem before 
every “modern” girl, according to this 
counsel. No wonder the Governor of 
Michigan recently deplored drinking 
among young girls and pointed out that 
perhaps one of the causes was the “ad- 
vice” regarding the cultivation of alco- 
holic capacity issuing from the first 
lady of the land. 


Filth on News Stands 


Mrs. Roosevelt has also taken a 
“liberal” attitude which has been help- 
ful to the publishers of vulgar and 
obscene pictures and literature. Some 
time ago, Life magazine published pic- 
tures of such a character as to cause 
the magazine to be banned from impor- 
tation into Canada, where fundamental 
principles of decency seem to be more 
highly regarded than in some parts 
of our own country. A number 
of American cities also banished this 
issue of Life from the news-stands. In 
one case, the police threatened arrest 
under the obscenity statutes for any 
dealer who displayed and sold copies. 


The President’s wife came to the res- 
cue of the publishers, as they faced 
a revulsion of public opinion. She de- 
fended both the motion picture and the 
magazine which put crude vulgarity 
before the eyes of the young. She ex- 
pressed the opinion that the pagan pre- 
sentation of bodily functions was a de- 
sirable phase of the “instruction” or 
education of modern youth. 


Thus the forces seeking to break 
down coneepts of modesty and purity 
among the young seem to find encour- 
agement, along with the forces of 
atheism and alcoholism, from  pro- 
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nouncements issuing from the White 
House’s mistress. 


It is true, of course, that the people 
do not elect the President’s wife. It 
is also true that the people do 
not elect the members of the Su- 
preme Court. But next to the Su- 
preme Court, no non-elective persons 
wield greater influence over the direc- 
tion of American life than the Presi- 
dents’ wives. The wife of the nation’s 
Chief Executive is recognized and re- 
spected as “the first lady of the land.” 
Her example and her conduct and her 
expressions cannot fail but influence, 
for good or for evil, the millions of 
mothers and daughters throughout the 
length and breadth of the nation. 


Only eternity could measure the in- 
fluence upon our sin-swept land of a 
praying woman in the White House, 
who would take to the radio, not to 
advise mothers regarding proper 
quantities of gin and rum to be con- 
sumed by young girls; but, rather, 
would use the radio and the prestige 


of her position to lead the mothers of. 


the land to re-establish the family altar 
in the American home, and to nurture 
their young upon the Word of God, and 
to bring boys and girls of all ages to 
walk in the paths that the Puritan 
fathers knew—paths of chastity and 
the Christian faith. 


Christian Americans should not be 
deceived. This is still a free country. 
They still have a right, under God and 
under Constitutional government, to 
work and pray and vote to the end 
that God will be honored and His Word 
exalted in the White House at Wash- 
ington. 
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Oswald J. Smith’s Message Of The 
Scarlet Thread | 





[HE Blood Atonement of Christ 

is symbolized in Scripture as 
a Scarlet Thread. Envision a 
chord line, crimson in hue, inter- 
woven throughout the events of 
human history. 


Scriptural reference is made to our 
Lord as “a lamb without blemish and 
without spot: Who verily was fore- 
ordained before the foundation of the 
world.” It is discernable from this 
truth, that the plan of human redemp- 
tion was not an after-thought with 
God. From the dawn of eternity the 
shadow of the Scarlet Thread may be 
observed. Christ Jesus clothed Him- 
self in a garment of flesh for one pur- 
pose... that He might die. 


Redemptive processes were anticipat- 
ed centuries prior to the tragedy of the 
Cross. Throughout the sacred litera- 
ture of the Old Testament, the mes- 
sage of the Scarlet Thread is entwined 
into the symbolism and religious prac- 
tices of the Book. When a lamb was 
allowed to bleed on a sacrificial altar, 
it was a prophetic act which pointed 
forward to the sacrificial death of the 
Perfect Lamb. 


Thus like the rainbow are which ap- 
peared in the sxy following the Deluge, 
the Scarlet Thread was always a sym- 
bol of promise — the covenant of 
Divine grace looking toward the pure 
fountain of Calvary. 


Following the death of Moses, the 
royal scepter of leadership of Israel 
was entrusted to Joshua. When the 
latter assumed command, his first task 
was the conquest of the Land of Prom- 
ise. 


He dispatched two men from his 
camp to search out the territory they 
were soon to enter. Concerning the in- 
structions which Joshua gave to these 
agents, we read: “And Joshua the son 
of Nun sent out of Shittim two men 
to spy secretly, saying, Go view the 
land even Jericho. And they went, 
and came into a harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there.” ‘ 


There is agreement among Bible ex- 
positors that the term, “harlot”, is an 
imperfect translation. Since it is evi- 
dent that Rahab was the proprietess of 
an inn or place of lodging, the term, 
“hostess”, would be more applicable. 
It is wrong to identify her as a per- 
son of questionable character. 


Having passed successfully through 
the — of Jericho, it was only natur- 
al that the two spies should seek a 

g house. Providential guidance 
undoubtedly led them to the inn where 
Rahab was in charge. 5 


Moreover, this woman who was in 
the royal lineage of the House of 
David, was a person who feared and 
worshiped God. She said to the men 
from the camp of Joshua: “I know the 
Lord hath given you the land, and that 
your terror is fallen upon us, and that 
all the inhabitants of the land faint 


because of you. For we have heard how 
the Lord dried up the water of the Red 
Sea for you, when ye came out of 
Egypt . .. And as soon as we had 
heard these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of you: 
for the Lord your God, he is God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath.” 


Rahab pleaded with Joshua’s men to 
“give me a true token,” in order that 
she and her household might be spared 
when the warriors of Israel would at- 
tack Jericho. It was arranged that 
the pact of safety should be represent- 
ed by a Scarlet Thread suspended from 
her home over the wall of the city. This 
— to be a sign, a signal, of protec- 

ion. 


The account in Joshua says that “she 
bound the scarlet line in the window.” 
It is probable that this act was com- 
pleted soon after the departure of the 
spies. The thread was_not made, as 
some suppose, into network or a lattice, 
but was simply allowed to hang down 
the wall. The scarlet hue made it ap- 
pear conspicuous. Orders were given 
to the soliiers of Israel to spare the 
house thus marked. 


Places of abode in ancient Oriental 
cities were often situated on the walls. 


The spies were forced to escape from 
the inn and the location of Rahab’s 
home facilitated their hurried depar- 
ture, after which they returned to the 
camp of Joshua to give their reports. 
They were let down to the ground by 
the cord, on the outside of the massive 
walls, and thus to freedom. 


When the walls of Jericho crumpled 
under a_ supernatural blast, Com- 
mander Joshua instructed the two spies 
to effect the safety of Rahab and her 
household. “Go into the harlot’s house, 
and bring out thence the woman, and 
all that she hath, as ye sware unto 
her.” Rahab and her family were the 
only survivors of the doomed city. 
Thus the Scarlet Thread became a sign 
and pledge to her house, even as the 
bloody mark over the lintels of the 
houses of Goshen in Egypt, had been 
to the Israelites. 


It will be remembered that when the 
death angel winged silently in the 
night stillness throughout Egypt, he 
passed over the homes of those who 
kept the provision of safety which the 
Lord had made. 


Instructions had gone out for the 
families of Israel to kill unblemished 
lambs and splash the blood on the up- 
per, and two side posts, of the doors. 
Moses specified the exact manner in 
which it was to be sprinkled. “Strike 
the lintel, and the two side posts, with 
the blood that is in the bason.” 


When the three spots of blood thus

sprinkled at the top and each side oozed 
down, a perfect cross was formed. In 
Old Testament times, the Scarlet 
Thread was woven through the history 
of those people who looked forward to 
Calvary. It became the substance 
which tied together God’s faithful in 
all dispensations.

R. OSWALD J. SMITH, Pastor of 
The Peoples Church in the city of 
Toronto, is regarded as one of the fore- 
most Christian leaders of the present 
generation. 


It was the recent privilege of the 
writer to sit across the desk from this 
man for an interview, which, to put it 
mildly, was one of the most interesting 
and absorbing conversations I have 
ever known. Like all really big men, 
Dr. Smith is easy to approach, and in 
conversation one soon loses himself in 
the magnitude of the man’s vision. 


As the narrative unfolded, I was 
able to observe the Scarlet Thread in- 
terwoven throughout the career of Dr. 
Smith — in everything that he says 
and does. No matter the task in which 
he may be engaged at the moment, the 
central theme is “the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth from all sin” 
... the message of the Scarlet Thread. 


It may be preaching an eloquent ser- 
mon from his Toronto pulpit to the 
usual congregation of approximately 
two thousand persons, the writing of 
a hymn, weaving some phase of Gos- 
pel truth into a new book, getting his 
magazine ready for press, preparing 
a radio talk, contemplating a mission- 
ary tour to another part of the world, 
planning a city-wide evangelistic cam- 
paign for some Canadian or American 
metropolis — whatever the nature of 
the effort put forth, it is sure to be 
motivated by a desire to exalt the 
Christ .. . it is sure to be a program 
to extend the out-reach of the Scarlet 
Thread. 


When the interview had terminated, 
the writer departed with the impression 
that if a person were to pay a tribute 
to Dr. Smith, which would please him 
more than anything else, it could be 
done in a few simple words: “An 
humble servant of Jesus Christ who 
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possesses the quality of doubling tal- 
ents, and at the same time a loyal sub- 
sav of His Majesty the King of Eng- 
ani ” 


An inventory of the accomplishments 
of this leader, reveals that he is primari- 
ly a man of action ... a veritable dyna- 
mo, radiating a high voltage of spiritu- 
al energy. Metaphorically s ing, he 
reminds one of an impatient race horse 
at the barrier, straining every nerve, 
tugging at the bit anxious to be on the 
move, 


Dr. Smith is the type of man who 
would have been a success in any vo- 
cation of life, had he not been called to 
the Christian Ministry. He is essential- 
ly a leader. Had he chosen a career in 
agriculture, he is the kind of person 
who would be found driving an eight- 
horse team. Had he pursued a career 
in statecraft, his knowledge and ag- 
gressiveness would have taken him to 
Parliament. 


A thumbnail biographical statement 
would read about as follows: 


“Oswald J. Smith was born Novem- 
ber 8, 1899. Birthplace, Odessa, On- 
tario. His life as a Christian began 
January 28, 1906, when converted in 
the Torrey-Alexander meetings at 
Toronto. He began active service for 
the Lord by going as a Missionary and 
Colporteur to the Indians, miners and 
lumberjacks in the wilds of Muskoka 
and British Columbia. About the age 
of 19 he took up studies in Manitoba 
College, Winnipeg, at the same time 
doing the work of a traveling Secretary 
for the Pocket Testament League. 
Later, after graduating from the 
Toronto Bible College and McCormick 
Theological Seminary of Chicago, he 
was ordained to the Ministry at the age 
of 25, his first pastorate being Dale 
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Presbyterian Church, Toronto. He was 
married in 1916 is the father of 
three fine children. He has a doctor’s 
degree from Asbury College. As 
evangelist, missionary, author, editor, 
prophetic teacher and pulpit statesman, 
his fame reaches into every part of 
the world where the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is preached.” | 


One of the high lights in Dr. Smith’s 
preaching ministry occurred in 1936 
when he was invited to occupy the pul- 
pit made famous by the late Charles 
H. Spurgeon of London, England. For 
a full month he preached every night 
in Spurgeon’s Tabernacle . . . proclaim- 
ing the message of the Scarlet Thread, 
winning souls for the Master and leavy- 
ing behind him a profound impression 
upon the spiritual life and religious 


thought of the Capital of the Empire.

IS work may be classified in five 

divisions: 1. Literary, 2. Hymnal, 
3. Evangelistic, 4. Missionary, and 5, 
Pastoral. 


And strange as it may seem, he re- 
gards his hymn-writing as being the 
most important of all. He feels that 
hymns will live long after the echo of 
his voice has ceased to be heard and 
interest in his books has vanished. 
“Christian hymnology expresses the 
deepest breathings of the soul,” says 
Dr. Smith, “and this fact gives sacred 
music the power to survive when other 
things disappear.” 


Here again I was able to trace the 
message of the Scarlet Thread because 
reference is constantly made to the 
story of the Cross in the hymns and 
Gospel songs that he writes. 


Of the 500 hymns he has written, 
30 are genuinely popular, 50 more are 
in constant use, while most of the re- 
maining number are listed in various 
ways and used only occasionally. Dur- 
ing recent years, Dr. Smith has enjoyed 
the collaboration of Rev. B. D. Ackley 
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and Mr. Homer Rodeheaver in pre-. 
paring and publishing his messages of 
gong — men who are especially well 
known in this field of endeavor. 


Gandidly, as I analyzed the bigness 
of Dr. Smith’s missionary program and 
considered the vast sections of heathen 
and uncivilized population being reach- 
ed thereby, I came to question the 
wisdom of placing it secondary in point 
of appraisal. A well known leader who 
has traveled extensively, insists that, 
“Peoples Church, Toronto, is the great- 
est missionary institution of its kind 
ever known in this part of the world.” 
This authority continues: “Dr. Smith 
is capable of heading and leading such 
a work because he is himself a mission- 
ary and has spent years traveling, la- 
boring, organizing out on the frontiers. 
He is not a ‘mahogany desk’ missionary 
who sits in a swivel chair and says 
‘go’. He is the type of leader who 
says ‘come on let’s go’.” 

His first missionary tour was in 
1924 when he went to Russia and vari- 
ous Russian border countries. Five 

s later he toured Continental 
urope, visiting practically every 
Country on the continent and came 
away feeling that Europe was largely 
gan. The year 1932 found him go- 
tng again with the Gospel, this time 
half way around the world, even travel- 
ing to remote points in the Orient. In 
1936, he visited Palestine and India. 
The year 1938 proved to be one of his 
crowning years in missionary service 
and included evangelistic campaigns in 
Australia and New Zealand. 


In his library, Dr. Smith has over 
4,000 feet of color motion picture film, 
taken personally, of his travels. Because 
of many exciting adventures, and the 
exploration of territories where white 
men are practically unknown, he has 
been made a Fellow of the Royal Geo- 
— Society (the degree F. R. G. 
>) which is considered a very high 

mor. 


_ During the F rad 1932, Dr. Smith spent 
six weeks in Ethiopia. He was presented 
to Emperor Haile Selassie, and was al- 
lowed to make pictures of .both the 
Monarch and the Crown Prince. He 
described the Emperor as being very 
considerate of missionaries, and often 
visited the compounds in person. 


“While I was photographing the Em- 
peror”, Dr. Smith said, “it was my first 
experience at giving a command to 
royalty. I asked the Emperor to step 
away from the shadow cast by the build- 
ing, out into the sunlight, where I could 
obtain a better picture. He was very 
courteous and complied with my re- 
quest.” 


During the time he was _ photo- 
graphing the royal host, a little 
black boy about the age of 
eight years, came up and tugged at 

trouser leg. The youngster proved 
to be another member of the royal fa- 
mily, who refused to yield his hold un- 
til he too was photographed. 

With reference to the conquest of 
Ethiopia by Mussolini’s troops, Dr. 
Smith stated: 

“I was grieved by the attack upon re- 
putedly the world’s oldest Christian 
nation. It was in reality a massacre of 
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helpless people. The warriors of Ethio- 
pia, with their crude spears and instru- 
ments of warfare, were no match for 
the mechanized force of machine guns, 
bombs and poison gas. I have a heart 
of pity for those unfortunate people.”

= message of the Scarlet Thread 
reaches from the Peoples Church 
in Toronto, out to many missionary 
frontiers, carrying the Gospel of the 
Cross to vast areas of heathen dark- 
ness.

The exact 
name of the organization, as launched 
several years ago by Dr. Smith, is The 
Peoples Missionary Society. 


This Society now supports 75 white 
missionaries, 85 native workers and 60 
students in training, on 23 different 
Fields. Missionaries have been sent to 
the following countries: Latgalia, Sov- 
iet Border Countries, France, Belgium, 
Hungary, Spain, French West Africa, 
French Indo-China, Netherlands East 
Indies, Cuba, Colombia, Congo, French 
Equatorial Africa, Southern Rhodesia, 
Northern Rhodesia, Brazil, South-east 
India, North-east India, South-west In- 
dia, on the Amazon, Greece, Portuguese 
East Africa, China and the Solomon 
Islands. 


The financial contributions of The 
Peoples Church have astounded the 
Christian world. The congregation 
has averaged nearly $40,000 a year 
in missionary contributions for the 
last several years ... in addition 
to $20,000 a year for home budget 
expenses. 


It has been for years the practice of 
Dr. Smith and his congregation to con- 
duct an annual Missionary Convention 
during the month of April, at which 
time missionaries who are home on fur- 
lough and other outstanding guest 
speakers are invited. There are after- 
noon and evening services with four 
addresses each day, for a whole week. 
The meetings work toward a climax 
on the last Sunday, culminating with 
morning and evening services at which 
time the missionary offering for the 
year is taken. It is always a happy oc- 
casion as the cash and pledges come 
pouring into the pulpit. 


Accounts are read publicly but names 


are not divulged. The adding machines 


click, the choir sings, the congregation 
sings, Dr. Smith speaks and with his 
helpers the sums are announced as the 
ushers bring the cards and envelopes 
down to the front. There are seasons 
of prayer, praise and thanksgiving, 
punctuated by fervent Amens and the 
familiar British “hear hear!”. There 
are moments of suspense, riods of 
anxiety when everyone wonders if the 
gifts will reach as high a total as other 
years. The final service always extends 
far into the night ... and then... 
then the grand total is announced. 


The total for this year was over $50,- 

0—as far as can be learned, the 
largest single missionary offering ever 
taken by one church congregation in 
the history of the world. Certainly 
such a feat is deserving of special rec- 
ognition on the part of the true Bible- 
believing Christians! 


“To describe the interest, enthusiasm 
and excitement would be impossible,” 
says a report on the meeting this year. 
“Tt increased as the hours passed by un- 
til, at night, people were sitting in the 
aisles, on the floor, and standing up 
around the walls on every side. 


“There was breathless interest as 
Dr. Smith finally made the announce- 
ment. At first, the people cheered and 
applauded. Hundreds of exclamations 
of ‘Praise to God’ ascended from all 
parts of the vast audience, and then 
the doxology was sung, as it has seldom 
been sung even in The Peoples Church. 


“Fifty Thousand Dollars! What a 
sum! miracle indeed, for we are liv- 
ing in days of depression and the war 
scare is on us. Yet in spite of world 


‘conditions, God answered prayer and 


did the ‘exceedingly abundantly above’.” 


Dr. Smith asked for $45,000 for the 
present work and $5,000 extra for new 
recruits and it all came in. The Church 
was then able to send out at least a 
dozen new missionaries this year. 


What a missionary vision! What an 
achievement! And all because God has 
raised up a man of knowledge, sincerity, 
consecration and determination ... 


-lead a great battalion of believers who 


are busy at the task of weaving the 
mes of thé Scarlet Thread into a 
beautiful fabric of blessing to mankind, 
thereby leading souls for whom Christ 
died, to an old-fashioned Hill called 
Calvary.

A Member of the Party 


According t6 information from of- 
ficial Communist sources, the first 
American volunteers to arrive in Spain 
reached there on January 5, 1937. At 
high noon, March 10, 1937, I sailed 
aboard the S. S. Washington, arriving 
seven days later in Le Havre, France. 
During the early hours of March 21, a 
small band of us were smuggled across 
the border into Spain at a point in 
southern France. 


My arrival in Spain occurred only 
two and a half months after the first 
American recruits appeared on the war 
scene. I mention this fact to show the 
reader that I was among the early 
Yankee volunteers to take up arms in 
the civil war. 


The International Brigades was not 
demobilized until the early part of De- 
cember, 1938, when the “Loyalists” 
realized that further war _ oper- 
ations were useless. With a huge dem- 
onstration in Barcelona, the columns 
of the Brigade marched for the last 
time. For the last time, we gave the 
Popular’ Front salute in uniform, the 
raised, clenched fist. We crossed the 
border of Spain into France, leaving 
the bodies of our dead buddies behind. 


It will be observed from the foregoing 
facts that the sum total of my service 
on the Spanish front amounted to 22 
months. In this period of time, no one 
will question that a person can become 
acquainted with the brutalities which 
characterize modern warfare. I found 
no glory connected with any part of 
it, no matter on which side one may 
have been fighting. 


War is a savage invention! Inhuman! 
Criminal! Immoral! I know, because I 
went through the hell of it in Spain, 
for 22 long, weary months. The towns 
and villages, historic landmarks and 
cathedrals, of that once peaceful and 
romantic Latin country, were left 
charred and in ruins. The fact of over 
a million dead testifies to the deep 
wound it inflicted upon the Spanish 
people, from which, in the opinion of 
many, they will never recover. 


Since my return home, I have often 
remarked to friends: “I would not 
sentence a dog to the fate which I suf- 
fered in that war.” 


Up until a year before I departed 
for the Spanish war front, I was a 
card-carrying member of the Commu- 
nist Party. I joined the Party when I 
was 19 years old and belonged to Sec- 
tion 12, District 3 of Pennsylvania. 


My activities in this organization 
were mostly concerned with the distri- 
bution of red literature and agitation 
among WPA workers. I have served 
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these interests on strike fronts and in 
hunger marches. However, membership 
in the Party had been terminated in the 
year 1936. 


The early part of 1937, I attended a 
meeting in Lancaster, Pa., I think the 
State Convention of the Workers Alli- 
ance. It was here that I became saturat- 
ed with war talk and propaganda. I met 
Pat Tooey, district organizer for the 
Communist Party. A chance remark that 
I might be able to secure six volunteers 
interested him immediately. When he 
asked if the fellows I had in mind were 
over twenty-one, I had to reduce the 
number to three. Tooey told me _ he 
would send a man down from Philadel- 
phia to see me. 


The Philadelphia man, Stone by 
name, lost no time in contacting me at 
my home in York. I gave him the name 
of myself, Paul Layton and George 
Nace, two of my companions. The 
questions which Stone put to us were 
these: (1) Have you any dependents? 
(2) Do you boys know what you are 
getting into? Apparently, we answered 
his questions satisfactorily because he 
gave us bus fare to Philadelphia, where 
we stayed until the matter of passports 
was arranged. 


I informed immigration officials that 
my reason for wanting a passport was 
in order that I might visit an aunt of 
mine in Germany. This alleged person 
was supposed to be wealthy and would 
support me while I was her guest. 


A humorous incident occurred in 
connection with the passport, which is 
worth relating. Two minutes before I 
was to appear before the official, I was 
introduced to a member of the Commu- 
nist Party, who was to swear that he 
had known me for a period of two 
years. This is necessary in order to ob- 
tain passport credentials. 


The official asked the party member 
if he had known me for that length of 
time. He lied with characteristic apt- 
ness. Then he was asked for a document 
with which he could identify himself. 
The man searched frantically through 
his pockets but could only find one 
paper that would serve the purpose. 
He happened to be a member of the 
League Against War and Fascism, 
Communistic front unit. He presented 
his membership card in the organiza- 
tion as means of identification. 


The official looked up at him and 
said: “Brother, it’s a good thing you’re 
not visiting Germany.” 


The Slaughter of Youth 


It was only a few weeks from this 
time until I was assembled with others 
in a huge bull ring in Albacete, Spain. 
It was here I became a member of the 
International Brigade, attached, of 
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course, to the Abraham Lincoln Bat- 
talion. 


The red leaders professed to have 
great confidence in the Battalion. They 
made considerable use of the American 
troops. For instance, time and _ time 
again, the Battalion was used as a 
wedge — by this I mean, they moved 
us in for the offensive drive. When 
fierce fighting was over, Spanish troops 
were moved up and the Yankee Battal- 
ion moved on to another offensive. This 
was true of the International Brigade 
in general. It was pretty well conceded 
that the Spaniards were poor soldiers 
against modernized equipment. 


The American boys were first hurled 
into action at Jarama. This was in Feb- 
ruary 1937. For the most part they 
were raw recruits, some of whom had 
never had a gun in their hands before. 
Their military training was received in 
action, in the front line trenches under 
bombardment. 


This is what Communism does for its 
youth! 


New volunteers from the United 
States arrived monthly, in a steady 
stream. Soon a sufficient number were 
mobilized to form a second American 
battalion. Thus the George Washington 
Brigade came into being. 


For the sake of accuracy, it must be 


stated that during the Brunete offen- - 


sive, the two American units were merg- 
ed into one, and were known as the 
Lincoln-Washington Battalion. The boys 
who comprised this brigade saw action 
at Quinto, Belchite, Fuentes de Ebro, 
Teruel, Seguros de los Banos, the de- 
fense of Aragon and the Ebro offensive. 


The American volunteers represented 
a cross section of the so-called liberal 
minded: farmhands and factory work- 
ers, students. seamen. clerks. artists. 
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writers, professors, painters a few 
‘newspapermen and others. They were 
from rich homes and poor homes, negro 
and white. The number of foreign-born 
Americans was especially noticeable. 


Scattered among the ranks of soldiers 
were men who served as Commissars. 
Their job was to build up the fighting 
morale of the troops and assist them 
in anyway possible. But from what I 
observed, and from personal experience, 
they served exactly the opposite pur- 
pose. Many of them were particularly 
odious and hated by the men. To obtain 
a job as Commissar, one had to have 
a political pull. Often, the men in the 
ranks referred to them as “Comic- 
stars”. 

A Terrible Job 


My first assignment in Spain was one 
which brought me into contact with a 
ghastly aspect of war. From the month 
of April until July, 1937, I served as 
a member of Servicio Funiarar — am- 
bulance service, stationed at Fuencor- 
ral, 12 kilometers out of Madrid. 


Picking up the dead from the battle- 
fields, hauling bodies or portions of 
bodies in improvised ambulances to the 
graveyard — that was my job. 

For a period of time, I was the only 
American in Spain in this branch of 
the service. And you may believe me, 
that at the first opportunity, I pressed 
for a transfer. 


It was a terrible job. Mechanized war- 
fare doesn’t have much respect for the 
physical body of the human participant. 
At times, the stench of bodies, stacked 
together in the truck, nearly drove me 
crazy. I could not eat. I could not sleep. 
It was hellish torture. 


I obtained a transfer and was drafted 
into transportation service. I was in 
this branch at the time of the Brunete 
offensive. This particular battle is vivid 
in my memory. I came to close grips 
with death, and a buddy of mine, with 
whom I had formed a close comrade- 
ship, was killed in an air raid. 


Harry Saks, a young man 35 years 
old from New York City, and I, with 
six others, volunteered to go to the 
front and bring back ambulances which 
were supposed to be deserted. Fighting 
= ee fierce all day, and at dusk we 
set ou 


We drove along the road in the truck 
without lights. Suddenly, our army be- 
gan to pass us in retreat. It was a wild, 
disorderly retreat, which brought about 
a state of confusion among the troops. 
Before we could get the truck turned 
around, avions roared overhead and be- 
gan dropping bombs. We leaped out of 
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the truck for shelter. As we jumped, 
my friend, Saks, and I, separated, he 
going to on’ side of the road, and I 
the other. 


A bomb exploded which jolted the 
terrain for a great distance around. The 
missile hit on the opposite side of the 
road from where I leaped in the dark- 
ness. The broken and bruised body of 
Harry Saks, whom the boys of the com- 
pany called Saksy, was placed in the 
truck and returned to camp under heavy 
shelling. 


This horrible experience shocked my 
senses to the point where I was no 
longer fit for service. I was a human 
wreck, and had to be confined to a rest 
home, Camp Lucas, for a short period. 


I soon recovered sufficiently from the 
shell shock and heart trouble, received 
during the Brunete offensive, to be 
marked “fit for service.” This last 
phrase is written in a spirit of bitter- 
ness. I learned that during war if a 
soldier is in possession of sufficient 
physical faculties to man a machine gun 
or shoulder a rifle, he is passed by the 
medical board as “fit for service.” Med- 
ical examination over there was a 
farce. 


I remember one soldier being examin- 
ed by the medical board. The fact that 
he was missing an arm was unobserved 
by them. They informed him he was 
“fit for service.” He turned, waving 
the stump of his arm, and cried: 
“Do I have to have them both off, be- 
fore you will let me go home?” 


Marked for Death 


Through a series of events, two other 
American volunteers and I became sepa- 
rated from our transportation outfit, 
when it was suddenly ordered to Barce- 
lona. The names of these two comrades 
were “Oklahoma” and John Smith, of 
Chicago. This placed us at the mercy of 
unfriendly circumstances and I suspect- 
ed foul play in the fact of our being 
left behind. Because I had _ rebelled 
against certain tyrannical practices in 
the International Brigade, I had gained 
the enmity of some officers. 


Even while I was in Camp Lucas, I 
had been outspoken toward practices 
which natural resentment cried against. 
I am referring to acts of plain brutality 
inflicted upon the soldiers. Those in 
charge of the Rest Home accused me of 
all manner of evils. I was charged with 
sabotage. I learned in Spain, you can- 
not speak out against certain things 
within the Communist’s hearing. Yet, 
you naturally resent being promised one 
thing, only to experience the exact op- 
posite. 

My companions and I decided to make 
our way to Barcelona in the best man- 
ner possible. We were barely started 
when suddenly arrested and lodged 
in jail. From the jibbering of 


officers in charge, we learned we were 
to be shot at sunrise, on orders from 
above. 


We became panicky. It is not a com- 
forting thought to know that only 
twelve hours separates one from death. 
However, we managed to pull ourselves 
together in order to map a plan of 
strategy. 


One guard had been stationed at our 
cell. We asked him, as condemned men, 
to have one last meal. He granted this 
request and we sent him out for food 
and wine, plenty of wine. He returned 
with the things we had requested. 


We pretended to be hopelessly intoxi- 
cated. The guard became friendly and 
at the opportune moment, we offered 
him a drink — two drinks, more drinks, 
plenty of wine. In a little while, he was 
in a drunken stupor. My two comrades 
and I groped our way out of the stone 
prison, scaled a wall beyond the court- 
yard via a tree and to freedom. We were 
later caught and arrested, but exhonor- 
ated. 

I suffered most in Spain, when I was 
assigned to the work battalion, which 
consisted of digging trenches and forti- 
fications. This branch of service was 
slow death. The military leaders in com- 
mand were brutal, tyrannical criminals. 
They thought nothing of sending men 
to their death, in a manner a thousand 
times worse than being shot. I was 
court martialed during this period for 
protesting against brutality in the 
ranks of the work battalion, but again 
exhonorated by higher military leaders. 


I Found Christ 
This is a small part of my story of 
Spain. The International Brigade to 
which I belonged was a conglomerate 
mixture of every race under the Sun. 
Someone has appropriately called them 
the first legion in the world revolution. 


Like the Ancient Mariner, I have re- 
turned from my experiences a sadder 
but wiser individual. I hate war. I hate 
the forces that make war. I have ex- 
perienced a rebirth of appreciation for 
the good old U. S. A. I have learned 
my lesson about dabbling with foreign 
isms — a costly lesson but a valuable 
one! 

It may seem strange that I, a former 
Communist, who fought on the red side 
in the Spanish war, should write this 
expose. But the reason is not strange, 
when you consider I have now become 
a Christian! 

Through the efforts and prayers of 
my younger brother, Joseph, who is a 
Minister of the Gospel, I have come to 
know Jesus Christ as my personal Sav- 
iour. For the first time in my life I feel 
truly happy and contented. In the lang- 
uage of a hymn I have come to love, I 
can truthfully say that “Jesus Is All 
the World to Me.”

Isaiah: A Life Dedicated to God 
Isaiah 6:1-12 


pwwwwwwewwweweweweweeeeweeCeCCCCCCe* 


OLDEN TEXT: “Here am 1; send 
me.” Isaiah 6:8. 





Essentials of worship, embodied in 
this lesson, may be classified under 
three points. 


1. Reverence (verse 1-4). Isaiah’s 
vision is singularly pure and lofty. It 
represents the attitude of a worshipper 
when he approaches the majestic throne 
of God. The vision is but the serviee 
in the Temple transfigured. The pro- 
phet fell prostrate, while beholding the 
service and musing on the meaning. 


Suddenly, the house and service and 
the ministers seemed to become trans- 
figured . . . the walls went apart and 
the roof lifted itself up till it seemed 
the high dome of God’s palace on high, 
under which he stood, and the Lord sat 
upon His throne receiving the adoration 
of all holy beings. 


2. Humility (verse 5-7). God’s holi- 
ness and glory made Isaiah conscious 
of his own weakness and he exclaimed: 
“Woe is me! for I am undone.” 


What Isaiah actually felt was the 
shame, the distraction, the embarrass- 
ment, the impact of a personal encoun- 
ter with One whom he was utterly un- 
fit to meet. We see ourselves when we 
see God. The approbation of Jesus is 
the reprobation of self. 


There is a parallelism in this connec- 
tion with the 51 Psalm: “For thou 
delightest not in sacrifice, else would 
I give it; thou hast no pleasure in burnt 
offering. The sacrifices of God are a 
broken spirit: a broken and contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise.” 


8. Service (verse 8). Isaiah’s sin be- 
ing taken away, he is able to discern 
the voice of God Himself. He hears 
God’s words, not as a command but as 
a request, and his answer is one not of 
compulsion but of freedom. “And I 
heard the voice of the Lord saying, 
Whom shall I send and who will go for 
us?” There is a Divine work which 
waits until the appointed soul arrives. 
We are exalted to be fellow laborers 
with God. 


“And I said, Here am I; send me.” 
Isaiah did not say, “Here are any num- 
ber of fine people, send.them. Here is a 
man who could perform the task better 
than I, send him. Or, here am I, send 
John.” The view of God gave Isaiah a 
view of self; the confession of sin 
brought consciousness of salvation; and 
0m reception from God led to service 

or 





The late Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas 
once said: “Every true Christian should 
be able at once to say ‘Here am I;’ the 
man out in the world without Christ 
can only say ‘Where am I?’”

Hezekiah: A King Who 
Remembered God 
2 Chronicles 30:18-22

OLDEN TEXT: “Turn us again, O 
God; and cause thy face to shine, 
and we ’shall be saved.” Psalms 80:8. 


From his father, a king of Israel, 
Hezekiah inherited “an empty 
a ruined peasantry, an unprotected 
frontier, and a shattered army.” These 
miserable conditions were changed af- 
ter he took the reins of government. 


When the merits of the kings were 
summed up after the fall of the mon- 
archy, the name Hezekiah was placed at 
the very top. The Record says, “after 
him, none like him among the kings of 
Judah, nor any that was before him. 
Much of Hezekiah’s wisdom and viet 
eousness was undoubtedly due to the 
aid of the prophet Isaiah whose convie- 
tions and teachings he wrought into 
deeds. Had Hezekiah seen a vision? 
He acted as though he had. His great 
friend had been the prophet of God, 
who naturally would have tutored him 
in spiritual matters. 


Please note carefully the phrase, “the 
priests sprinkled the blood.” It is 
hardly believable that, with one excep- 
tion, we do not have one'single refer- 
ence to “blood,” as a part of a sacrifice 
offered = the = for nearly 
eight hundred years! 


Let us never think that a revival 
can be had, unless it is characterized 
by a return to the great and final 
sacrifice of the Lamb of God, Who is 
the eternal propitiation for our sins 
and Whose precious Blood Atonement 
was forever provided for those, who 
confess sin, and receive the gift of 
eternal life. 


All great revivals have begun with 
the people of God. After they have been 
quickened and cleansed, Divine life has 
flowed through them into the world. 
The late Billy Sunday once said: 
“Churches don’t need new members half 
so much as they need the old bunch 
made over.” 


Hezekiah put first things first. The 
powerful nation of Assyria encroached 
upon Judah, and Hezekiah might have 
— t that to ward off this enemy 

he first thing upon which to con- 
centrate his energies. However, he 
knew that true prosperity could not 
come to people who were not right with 








God. The most important thing for a 
nation as well as the individual, is a 
right attitude toward God. 


“Yield yourselves unto God.” Please 
notice the following five points em- 
bodied in his plea. (1) You are children 
of Israel and therefore stand related— 
stand obliged, to the God of Israel, 
from Whom you have revolted. (2) The 
God you are called to return to, is the 
God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, a 
God in covenant with your first 
fathers who served Him; andit was to 
their honor and happiness that they 
did so. (8) Your late fathers were 
guilty of forsaking Him and thus tres- 
passed against truth and fell into apos- 
tasy ge idolatry. (4) You are being 
pressed by the Assyrians. Therefore 
put yourselves under the protection of 
the God of your fathers. (5) This is the 
only means for turning away the fierce- 
ness of God’s anger, which will cer- 
tainly consume you if you continue 
stiff-necked. (6) If you return to God 
in a way of duty, He will return to you 
in a way of mercy.

Micah: A Messenger of Social 
Justice 
Micah $:1-12; 6:6-8

OLDEN TEXT: “What doth Jeho- 

vah require of thee, but todo just- 
ly, and to love kindness, and to walk 
humbly with thy God?” Micah 6:8. 


When princes and prophets faith- 
fully discharge the duties of office, they 
are to be honored above other men. 
When they betray their trust, they 
should hear of their faults. They ‘should 
be made to know that there is a God 
above to Whom they are accountable. 
In this lesson, a faithful prophet ar- 
raigns unfaithful men before the bar 
of justice. 


What was expected of them? Is it 
not for you to know judgment? He 
means to do judgment for, otherwise, 
the knowledge of it is of no avail. The 
business of God’s administrator is to 
know judgment and the merits of every 
cause. 


Men cannot expect to do ill and fare 
well. They may expect to find, as 
Adoni-bezek did, things done to them 
which they did to others... for He is 
righteous who takes vengeance. 
often delivers cruel unmerciful men 
into the hands of those who are equally 
merciless. 


This agrees with Proverbs 21: * 
“Who stoppeth his ears at the cry of 
the poor. he Taal cry himself and shall 
not be heard; but the merciful have 
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reason to hope that they shall obtain 
mercy.” 

Sentence is passed upon them for 
their sin (verse 6-7). They kept others 
in the dark and now God will bring 
them into the dark. They never had a 
true vision and they are showed up as 
cheats and imposters. 


The prophet experiences a Divine 
power going along with him in his 
work. He would not have dared make 
such bold charges unless motivated by 
a supernatural impulse. Likewise, the 
false prophets were full of shame when 
they lived to see themselves proved 
liars. They never had the courage to 
deal faithfully with the people, but 
flattered them in their sins. 


The prophet was a man of wisdom as 
well as courage. In all his preaching 
there was light as well as heat, and a 
spirit of wisdom as well as zeal. Those 
to whom he preached could not but per- 
ceive him to be full of power and judg- 
ment, for they found both their under- 
standings opened and their hearts made 
to burn within them. 


They divine for money. They proved 
themselves to be mercenary creatures. 
A man might have whatever oracle he 
desired from them, if he would pay 
for it. Thus these faithless beings were 
fit successors of Balaam, who loved 
the ways of unrighteousness. Yet that 
which is sacred may be, and often is, 
desecrated by the love of the world. 
When men do that which in itself is 

d, but do it for filthy lucre, it loses 
its excellency and becomes an abomina- 
tion both to God aud man.

Isaiah: Foretelling the Birth of 
the Messianic King 
Isaiah 7:14; 9:1-7; 11:1-5 








OLDEN TEXT: “His name shall be 

called Wonderful, Counsellor, Migh- 

ty God, Everlasting Father, Prince of 
eace.” Isaiah 9:6. 


God told Adam that “the Seed of the 
Woman” would bruise the serpent’s 
head. This is one of the earliest re- 
corded prophecies concerning Jesus 
Christ. Shadows of time deepened in- 
to a long, dark night until the viper’s 
head was crushed at Calvary. 


Throughout the period of darkness, 
& witness of hope to God’s faithful was 
the Bells of Prophecy. Sacred prophetic 
chimes, crystal clear, Base the still- 
hess of the night, heralding the coming 
of the One Altogether Lovely. Isaiah 
was one of the holy bell ringers. Listen

The second note: “His name shall be 
called Counsellor.” That is to say He 
shall answer the world’s need of coun- 
sel. And what do men want but to 
know the way—the way of truth and 
righteousness, the way back to God? 
He said: “I am the way, and the truth 
and the life; no man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me.” 


The third note: “His name shall be 
called the Mighty God.” Jesus Christ 
was God in the flesh—God in a human 
body. “If you have seen Me, you have 
seen the Father.” 


The fourth note: “His name shall 
be called the Everlasting Father.” How 
then shall He be the only. begotten Son? 
In the mystery of the Trinity, there are 
not three Gods, but three Persons in 
One; and Jesus is “the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily.” 

The fifth note: “And His name shall 
be called the Everlasting Father.” How 
is the One Who brings peace to the 
world. To do this, He must have pow- 
er to defeat and crush all of His ene- 
mies. The entire Book of Revelation, 
especially latter chapters, is a record 
of that conflict and of Christ’s con- 
quest, This is not the hour of the 
Prince of Peace. There will never be a 
permanent, universal peace on this 
earth until the Prince of Peace  re- 
turns, and by His omnipotent power, 
rules in righteousness as King of kings 
and Lord of lords.

an elephant is like a rope. 
One felt around on the animal’s 
side, and said that an_ elephant 
is like a big wall. The other found one 
of the legs, and his report was that an 
elephant is like a pillar. And all of 
them were forming their conclusions 
from their very partial and mistaken 
experience; the real truth was vastly 
larger than their limited ideas would 
admit. 
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Pantheism is very widely held at the 
present day. The Buddhists of India 
and other countries in the Orient are 
pantheists; and so are plenty of others, 
even in America, who may be mem- 
bers of orthodox Protestant churches. 
But pantheism, wherever it is held, is a 
denial of the personality of God; it 
identifies God with the universe, mak- 
ing the totality of the universe all the 
god there is. Thus it denies the reality 
of God, as we Christians know Him. 


Pantheism makes prayer a meaning- 
less mockery; for why should one bow 
down and worship the totality of the 
universe? One might as well say his 
prayers to the east wind; for can the 
universe sympathize with him or hear 
his cry in time of distress? 


Pantheism abolishes all distinction 
between right and wrong. For since 
any object, like the Devil or a wicked 
man, is a part of the universe, a part 
of the great “All,” is it not just as 
legitimate a part of God as is a good 
spirit or a good man? Thus what- 
ever is must be right; there can be no 
real distinction between right and 
wrong in Pantheism. 


From this hideous doctrine Chris- 
tianity alone can deliver us. It should 
be remembered in this connection, how- 
ever, that a true understanding of 
energy and its many manifestations 
throughout nature will never lead to 
pantheism. The man who reaches this 
unhappy conclusion is like one of the 
three blind men who tried to examine 
the elephant. He is neither truly 
scientific in his methods of study nor 
in the conclusions he reaches.

Defenders Convention 





REPORT received from Dr. J. F. 

Rodriguez, leader of the Defen- 
ders missionary effort on the Island of 
Puerto Rico, states that the annual De- 
fenders Convention, meeting this year 
in the town of Guayama the last three 
days of July, was a success in every 
way. 

He says: “It is the general opinion 
that there was never before a Chris- 
tian meeting in this part of the world, 
so owned by the Holy Spirit as this 
Convention. A heavenly atmosphere 
existed throughout the sessions. Soul- 
winning and. Bible instruction were 
central themes.” 


A cablegram was read at the first 
afternoon session of the Convention 
from Dr. Winrod, a message which un- 
doubtedly reflected the attitude of De- 
fenders in all parts of the United 
States. The message said: “Greetings 
and Christian love to all assembled De- 
fenders.”

ted a report received from Rev. M. J. 
Markoff, a Defender missionary in 
the Balkans, he describes a visit which 
he and Mrs. Markoff made to the home 
of a world known scientist. This was 
one of ten visits to as many different 
homes during a week in the city of 
Sofia. The purpose of the call was 
to discuss Gospel themes with the schol- 
arly Bulgarian professor. 


The report reads: “Prof. Dr. St. 
Wateff is world known as a scientist. 
He is now an elderly man, who has re- 
ceived honors from universities in Par- 
is and Berlin. -He is a regular cor- 
respondent for Research work of scien- 
tific societies in Washington, Tokio, 
etc. He is president of ten or more 
scientific bodies and also engaged in 
social activities. He is a very rich man 
and his wife is the sister of the late 
Exarch Joseph I. 


“When I visited his home, which 
seemed to me like a royal palace, I 


saw on a table the portrait of our King 
in a silver frame, a personal gift with 
the signature of H. M. Boris III. 


“Prof. Wateff was interested in the 
soul-winning labors in which I am en- 
gaged and told me he had read my 
writings in the daily press about Chris- 
tian work with children. He has also 
read the Bulgarian Defender Magazine 
and spoke highly of it. He also ex- 
pressed an interest in the American 
methods with regard to youth train- 
ing and Sunday School work. 


“The Professor invited me to visit 
him again next week. As I was leav- 
ing, he made me a gift of his two recent 
books, scientific themes, one of which 
deals with the youth problem and is a 
strong scientific protest against athe- 
istic propaganda.” 

This is only one of a score of mis- 
sionary nuggets contained in Mr. Mar- 
koff’s report. Another typical remark: 
“Yesterday we were outside the vil- 
lage of Krasnosselo where real mis- 
sionary work was done. I preached to 
38 men and women in a home. Before 
leaving we gave a Sunday School les- 
son to 14 children.”

premntees of the confidence that his 
own people had in Paul even back in 
those days—which confidence has con- 
tinued and increased through the years. 
The name of the tribal chief was War- 
koh Nah, and he wrote: 

“Many thanks to Almighty God, to 
each and every one of you who parti- 
cipated in the education and training 
of our son and brother, Yonor Wie 
Nyechan, alias Paul N. Revere. He is 
a blessing to us. Long, long years have 
we been groping in darkness and super- 
stition with hardly no knowledge of 
God, but now we are thankful to say 
that Paul has given us the light that 
we have long been looking for. We 
are sorry to have him leave us at this 
time, but. as he explained to us that he 
must return to you friends in America, 
in order that he might report to you 
the conditions of things in Liberia and 
also to solicit assistance from you to 
assist in carrying on the work, which 
he has so nobly started among his less 
favored brethren, we consent to let him 
return to you. Dear friends, do not 
hesitate in helping Paul in any way 
that vou can. He is doing a great and 
good work here among his people.” 


It is wonderful indeed, to have an 
opportunity to cooperate with such a 
Missionary leader as Paul Revere, who 
knows the language, customs and prob- 
lems of the people so well.

TUDENTS of early American histo- 

ry will want to add this volume to 
their library. It is rich in legends and 
stories pertaining to the life of the 
American Indian. 


James Fenimore Cooper was one of 
the most popular writers ever known in 
this part of the world. His novel “The 
Last of the Mohicans” has often been 
quoted as a masterpiece. The greatest 
son of this Indian tribe was Uncas, an 





historical character of New England, 
whom Cooper depicted as a hero. 


Uncas played an important role in 
the historic drama of the Puritans. He 
was recognized by King Charles the 
First of England, who sent him a Bible 
“To show him the way to heaven,” and 
a sword “To defend him from his ene- 
mies.” Mr. Peale dips into early Amer- 
ican history to show that Uncas was a 
real character who lived up to the con- 
ception that Cooper had of him. 


The great red man died in 1682 or 
1683. A memorial was erected in his 
memory at the Royal Burying Ground 
of the Mohegan sachems at Norwich, 
Connecticut in 1832. President Andrew 
Jackson, the Vice President, and several 
members of the Cabinet attended the 
cornerstone ceremony. 


The Author also refers in the volume 
to Samson Occom, who was called “The 
most famous Christian Indian of New 
England.” A large amount of research 
material from many sources has been 
packed between the art covers of the 
book, projecting a beam of illumination 
upon the life of the American Indian.
